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Hail the Chief? 


Ford: Only Time Will Tell If He’s a Hero or a Knave

WASHINGTON — Historians 
have reminded us that it is risky 
to speculate too closely on what 
kind of 38th president Gerald 
Rudolph Ford will make. The 
American presidency, on occa- 
sion, has produced unexpected 
heroes and knaves. 

Lincoln was a rather ill- 
equipped corporate lawyer and 
political loser before he edged 
into the presidency by default 
and held the union together with 
cunning and high principle. Who 
could have predicted that 

in Roosevelt, a Hudson 
River patroon, would return 
politics to the common man? 

On the other hand, Lyndon 
Johnson and Richard Nixon, 
having come from the House, the 
Senate and the vice-presidency, 
seemed (apart from their views) 
superbly equipped, technically, 
for the presidency. But they 
produced disaster. 

So what is one to make of Jerry 
Ford, an appointee and special 
friend of Nixon’s, a butt of John- 
son’s sharpest ridicule and one of 
the more obscure men to hold 
the post of House Republican 
Leader? 

There is some basis on which 
to make educated guesses about 
a Ford presidency. For he is a 
relatively uncomplicated man, 
with rather simple tastes and 
beliefs, a solid background and a 
discernible pattern of conduct 
that has led him towards the 
White House. He has been just 
the right man at the right time 
— which, of course, is the best 
kind of political opportunism. 
But he was a passive beneficiary 
of opportunity. 

In 1948, for example, a group 
of young reform Republicans in 
western Michigan were looking 
for a good-looking new face to 


grip on the party. And they chose 
one of their hard-working 
volunteers, Jerry Ford, because 
he was a war and football hero 
and was willing to take on the in- 
cumbent Republican con- 
gressman, Bartel Jonkman. 

Because the only political 
game in Grand Rapids and its 
environs was run by the 
Republicans, among those who 
endorsed Ford as the reform can- 

- didate in the primary was a ris- 
ing socialist labor leader, 
Leonard Woodcock, now presi- 
dent of the United Auto 
Workers. 

Ford had been born (on July 
14, 1913) in Omaha, Nebraska, 
as Leslie King Jr., but had been 
brought to Grand Rapids when 
he was two by his mother, who 
had divorced her husband. When 
Dorothy Gardner King married 
Gerald Rudolph Ford, Sr., a 
paint and varnish dealer, the 
boy, Junior King he was called, 
was adopted and given his step- 
father’s name. 

Thus, strictly speaking, Ford 
was not of the tightly-knit town 
of Grand Rapids when he ran. 
Nor did he belong to the deeply 
religious and clannish Christian 
Reformed Dutch community, as 
Jonkman did. But Ford’s sandy 
hair and blue eyes helped him 
pass, and he was the kind of man 
the straight-laced Dutch elders 
wanted their sons to become. 
And Ford won big against the 
overconfident Jonkman. 

But not long after the reform 
candidate with the new face 
came to Washington, Ford 
slipped comfortably in with the 
midwestern conservatives, 
voting his district. But he was 
honest and square, and even if he 
didn’t vote the way they wanted, 
the UAW folks and the 
Democratic minority could get 


help break a corrupt mossback. 


through Ford’s door. 

Similarly, House Republicans 
went looking for fresh blood to 
put into the leadership following 
the Goldwater debacle in 1964. 
Wisconsin’s Melvin Laird itched 
to run against the incumbent 
leader, Charles Halleck of In- 
diana. But Laird, too clever, too 
ambitious and too controversial, 
couldn’t get consensus support. 
So the leaders of the coup, 
Robert Griffin of Michigan and 
Charles Goodell of New York, 
chose the team player, the good- 
looking face, Jerry Ford. And 
once again Ford, the reformer, 
beat the mossback and then 
turned into one. 


Pentagon Warrior 


One of his first public moves 
when Ford came to Congress was 
to go to bat against Harry 
Truman for the Pentagon. And 
he has been one of its most loyal 
advocates ever since. In 1951 he 
was one of only 11 Republicans 
to vote against an amendnient 
limiting military spending to $46 
million. And as Congressional 
Quarterly pointed out, “he was 
still voting against similar 
amendments during his last days 
in the House in 1973” when the 
figures were in the tens of 
billions. 

His generosity toward the Pen- 
tagon has been exceeded only by 
his stinginess with regard to 
social and domestic programs. 
As House Republican Leader he 
fought Medicare, housing bills, 
raises in the minimum wage, 
attempts to divert highway 
funds to mass transit, the pover- 
ty programs, and grants for 
education and to alleviate pollu- 
tion. His legislative ploy was to 
try to gut or kill such programs 
during the amendment stage of 
the House debate, when in- 
dividual votes were unrecorded, 
and then vote for the bill when 
all else failed. Even so, when 
other Republicans acquiesced to 
such legislation for political pur- 
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poses, Ford, a partisan to the 
end, often voted “nay.” 

This sort of partisanship and 
naysaying led Johnson to call 
Ford “one of the wooden soldiers 
of the status quo.’”’ And more 
bitingly, Johnson suggested that 
Ford had played too much foot- 
ball without a helmet and 
therefore could not walk and 
chew gum at the same time. 


Ford deserved some of the 
ridicule, for he was perennially 
in opposition; he was stiff; he 
had never written or sponsored a 
major piece of legislation; and he 
was not very quick-witted during 
a House debate. 

His office churned out turgid 
press releases on almost any sub- 
ject. And he actually read one on 
the House floor, which criticized 
something the Democrats were 
doing by saying, “If Lincoln were 
alive he’d be turning over in his 
grave.” 

His speeches often seemed like 
second-prize winners in an 
American Legion oratory con- 
test. And when he appeared as 
the very straight man with the 
late Sen. Everett Dirksen on the 
“Ev and Jerry Show,” many 
Republicans winced. 


But in spite of his votes, his 
partisanship and his public 
appearance, Ford had the 
foresight and flexibility to make 
some necessary changes in the 
Republican way of doing things 
in Congress. Although Ford 
didn’t always trust Mel Laird , he 
respected the wily Wisconsinite’s 
imagination. And when Ford was 
elected Minority Leader, Laird 
became chairman of the policy- 
setting House Republican 
Conference. 

With Ford’s approval, Laird 
hired the former Los Angeles 
Times Washington bureau chief, 
Robert T. Hartmann, as a 
researcher and editor of the con- 
ference. And they launched a 
program to come up with some 
fresh ideas for publican 


legislators. It was from this study 
that the Nixon administration 
derived its programs for revenue 
sharing, the “new federalism,” 
and block grants. And the 
proposals, when opposed only by 
the outworn palliatives of 
Democratic liberals with nothing 
else to offer, succeeded by 
default. 

Ford also encouraged more 
moderate and even liberal 
Republicans, with whom he dis- 
agreed, to fill important 
positions in the House. And he 
helped them even when they 
were an embarrassment to his 

y and his president. He 
elped put Don Riegle of 
Michigan (who has since 
defected to the Democrats) on 
the Appropriations Committee 
and came to his support when 
Riegle was catching hell from 
hometown Republicans for op- 
posing the Vietnam war. Ford 


‘ wanted no part of the White 


House effort to get Republican 
maverick Paul McCloskey of 
California when he ran against 
the President; indeed, Ford 
helped McCloskey beat back a 
primary challenge. 

The point is that Lyndon 
Johnson’s football analogy was a 
bit off. It’s true that Ford lays no 
claim to brilliance. But neither is 
it in him to be slick or cunning. 
He is a team player. And when 
he was at South High School and 
at the University of Michigan he 
was a center on a single-wing 
team. Which means that in those 
pre-T-formation days, when the 
game was relatively straight- 
forward, Ford’s assignment on 
every play was to pass the ball, 
lower his head and plunge 
straight ahead. Ford’s natural 
position, his high-school coach 
onée said, was at center. 

That’s the way he has played 
the game ever since — unswer- 
vingly loyal to the team and the 
rules of the game. So as partisan, 
competitive and stubborn as he 
is, he has a decent respect for the

delicate balances that are served 
by the rules. Furthermore, his 
Middle American roots, corny as 
it sounds for a man facing the 
complexities of leading a nation, 
have given him a Boy Scout’s 
fidelity to all the American 
myths and institutions from 
Horatio Alger and free enterprise 
to the Bill or Rights. Just as he 
prizes obedience to law and the 
proper relationships among the 
three branches of government, 
Ford has nothing but admiration 
for the resourceful businessman 
who can beat out his competitor. 

All this suggests things to ex- 
pect of a Ford pe He 
will continue the traditional, 
business-oriented, Republican 
approach to the nation’s 
domestic and economic 
problems, but perhaps with 
fewer expedient equivocations 
than Richard Nixon, for Ford is 
more ideologically committed to 
conservatism. Yet unlike John- 
son or Nixon, Ford will approach 
the presidency not as a thing to 
mold and manipulate, but with 
awe and a little fear: And he will 
come to it with a group of 
political and bureaucratic | 
professionals who understand 
and can live with the limits of 
power. 

The Advisers 

Laird, with or without port- 
folio (he escaped the Nixon 
White House to a plush job with 
Reader’s Digest), will be one of 
Ford’s closest advisers. Hart- 
mann, a trifle too cunning, has 
been the vice-presidential chief 
of staff and should follow Ford to 
the White House. And another 
previous Laird assistant, former 
Democratic congressman John 
Marsh, who worked at the Pen- 
tagon when Laird was Secretary 
of Defense, is expected to be a 
top policy-maker, especially in 
the areas of military and foreign 
affairs. 

If Ford’s top staff seems heavy 
with military influence, it is. 
And unless Henry Kissinger or a 
similarly strong believer in 
detente and arms control is 
directing Ford’s foreign policy, 
the Pentagon is apt to get an up- 
per hand. 

At least a couple of folks from 
back home are likely to play 
leading roles in a Ford ad- 
ministration. A. William Seid- 
man, a shrewd, bald, athletic- 
looking lawyer and accountant 
whose firm is one of the 
wealthiest in the nation, has 
become Ford’s organization 
man. He put the hastily 
assembled vice-presidential of- 
fice into working order and has 
become a coordinator of 
economic policy. 

Finally, Ford keeps an old 
friend close by for what he con- 
siders invaluable advice. Philip 
Buchen, white-haired and 
bushy-browed, his body crippled 
by polio, was Ford’s law partner 
until 1948. 

In an office a few blocks from 
the White House, Buchen’s of- 
ficial job is director of the 
Cabinet Committee on Privacy, 
which is chaired by Ford. 
Buchen personally has no axes to 
grind and is thus trusted by 
Ford. And a few times a week, 
when Buchen figures it’s really 
necessary, he tells Ford what he 
thinks. Ford values the advice 
because it keeps him in touch 
with his version of reality, Grand 
Rapids, the heartland beyond 
the Potomac, Middle America. 
Take the time when, after Ford 
went overboard at Atlantic City 
in defending the President and 
castigating his accusers, Buchen 
chewed Ford out. He told him to 
stay as far away from Watergate 
as he could and save himself for 
the day when, maybe, he would 
have to put the country together 


again.

Jail the Chief? 


Nixon: He Keeps His Pension But Still Faces the Courts

WASHINGTON — Richard 
Nixon is gone from office: For the 
American people, it is all over, 
and the focus of life can turn 
elsewhere. A cliche it may be, 
but it was reassuring of our 
tradition that last Friday mor- 
ning dawned in Washington just 
like any other August day. 

For Richard Nixon, however, 
the Watergate story is not over. 
He has escaped ignominious 
removal from office for high 
crimes and misdemeanors. He 
has saved, in a time of personal 
financial stress, a government 
pension of some $75,000 per year 
and $100,000 in yearly office ex- 
penses. And he is being recalled 
somewhat kindly for a certain 
grace in his going. 

But Nixon still faces judgment 
by the courts. On Capitol Hill 
his speech was received with cer- 
tain reservations. In refusing to 
make even the slightest nod 
toward his own culpability in the 
Watergate cover-up, the ex- 
president angered members of 
Congress who believe he has 
fingered them for driving him 
from office. Senior senators who 
had been striving to put together 
a bill of immunity were par- 
ticularly angry, since they had 
been given indications by the 
White House earlier in the week 
that such a confession would be 
forthcoming — making immuni- 
ty that much easier politically. 
They now feel they have been 
left out on a very weak limb. 

An aide to Massachusetts 
Senator Edward Brooke who, 
together with Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey, had been feverishly 
working to draw up an immunity 
measure acceptable to the 
Senate as a whole, said last Fri- 
day that immunity is now dead. 

“Nixon killed it himself by not 
making any effort to address 
himself to the question of his 
own responsibility,” he said. “I 
don’t think the Senator will push 
this any further.” 

Even if Brooke wanted to 
move the legislation he filed late 
last Thursday, he would 
probably find little support for it 
among his fellow senators. 
Senator Henry Jackson says im- 
munity would “‘fly in the face of 
our system of jurisprudence.” 
Senator Philip Hart, another 
Democrat, suggests that a man 
who refuses amnesty for Viet- 
nam war dissenters should not 
expect amnesty for himself. 

And Senate Minority Whip 
Robert Griffin, who had been 
pushing for immunity, now says 
he doubts that the Senate 
“would approve any sort of im- 
munity measure — even one 
which merely expresses the sense 
of the Senate.” 

With little sentiment favoring 
immunity on Capitol Hill, the 
ball is now clearly in the court of 
Watergate Special Prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski. His unsolicited 
statement of Thursday night 
flatly denying any involvement 
in the resignation and insisting 
in the strongest terms that no 
deal with Nixon had been made 
strikes most Jaworski observers 
in Washington as a clear sign 
that he is at least seriously con- 
sidering indicting the former 
president. 

Jaworski aides have been 
closed-mouthed about the 
possibility of Nixon’s facing in- 
dictment. For background one 
staff member told reporters that 
“no decision has been made yet. 
We will be meeting on the ques- 
tion and considering all the 
problems involved.” 

Earlier in the week, however, 
two Jaworski aides expressed the

He peered out at us, over the 
top of his script, from the televi- 
sion screen in one corner of the 
Kentucky Tavern, and, despite a 
quarter-century of fiddling with 
the medium, he still seemed 
completely ill-at-ease on televi- 
sion. 
He was delivering yet another 
apologia. More humility. Let us 
pray together for the nation. It is 


a Nixonian recipe. When he. 


finished, the handful of guys in 
the Kentucky Tavern continued 
drinking draft beers at 30 cents a 
shot and Jack Daniels at 90 cents 
a shot, continued reading their 
newspapers. One went to the 


bathroom, as soon as Richard M. -:” 


Nixon completed his resignation 
speech. 

Once upon a time, he had 
apologized for the venal Senate 
campaign he had run against 
Helen Gahagan Douglas. “I was 
a very young man,” he said, ex- 
cusing himself. And now, he was 
apologizing for what he describ- 
ed as some erroneous judgments. 
He could no longer blame youth. 

He indeed seemed quite old. 
He was no longer possessed of 
the youthful appearance that 
once worked so well in his 


political interest, that had 


propelled him from a nobody toa 
national figure and had 


prompted journalistic seers to. 


place Richard Nixon in the 
vanguard of post-war 
Republicans who would rein- 
vigorate the party that had died 
with the Depression. —

Was it not Dick Nixon himself 
who, in 1949, intoned that the 
Grand Old Party was being 
labeled the tool of big business 
and vested interests and that 
“the charge is false’’? 

And was it not the same Dick 
Nixon who proceeded to vote for 
legislation exempting railroads 
from anti-trust laws, to vote 
against the extension of Social 
Security, to exempt gas 
producers from federal 


regulations, to vote against 


higher taxes on excess profits 
and to vote against the federal 
ownership of tidelands oil? 

It was Dick Nixon who worked 
with another fossilized thinker 
who’d wandered in from that 
Neanderthal never-never land 
that breeds conservatives, one 
Karl Mundt, in a legislative 
crusade to suppress com- 
munism. 

They paved the way for the 
McCarran Act, and did so with a

After a time, we shall ask 
ourselves in wonder how it all 
could have happened. How did 
the indecency, the lies, the con- 
tempt for human values go un- 
corrected as long as they did? 
When the truth was blazoned, 
why did so many persist in clos- 
ing their eyes to it? How did 
Richard Nixon survive for so 
long in the unreality of his closed 
world? 

Right now, there will be a 
general desire to put the night- 
mare of the Nixon Presidency 
behind us. Real problems 
desperately need new American 
leadership: The world’s food 
shortage and threatening finan- 
cial disaster among others. 
Americans yearn for an end to 
divisiveness, for a reassertion of 
common values. 

For all these reasons the spirit 
of recrimination must be eschew- 
ed. It is a time to seek understan- 
ding, of ourselves and others. 
But it would be a mistake to 
believe that we can forget 
Richard Nixon in our pursuit of a 
new spirit. For his fate is inex- 
tricably involved in our hard- 
learned lessons about the 
supremacy of law. 

What is to happen to Mr. Nix-’ 
on? Should he face criminal 
charges, for example, obstruc- 
tion of justice in the Watergate 
cover-up? Should Congress 
legislate or Mr. Ford promise im- 
munity from prosecution? 
Should the special prosecutor, 
Leon Jaworski, agree to bargain 
some minimal pleas that would 
thereafter immunize him? 

Most Americans probably will 
not wish to pursue Mr. Nixon 
into prison. His punishment is 
great as it is. But as has been 
true in the whole process, of im- 
peachment, there are con- 
siderations larger than his per- 
sonal destiny. 

By his publication of the new 
transcripts, and the almost un- 
iversal reaction to them, Mr. 
Nixon has been openly identified 
as a principal in a conspiracy to 
cover up the Watergate break-in. 
H.R. Haldeman, John 
Ehrlichman, John Mitchell and 
others are scheduled to go to trial 
next month on charges of joining 
in that conspiracy. Should they 
be prosecuted if he is not? 

The question makes it plain 
that a decision to give Mr. Nixon 
immunity could deeply affect 
public concepts of fairness and 
justice in the law. The example 
of Spiro Agnew is too recent to be 
overlooked. When Elliot 
Richardson, as Attorney 
General, negotiated his plea 
without pressing for a jail 
sentence, the decision had a per- 
suasive political basis. But it has 
left something of a bad taste — a 
sense of inequity in the fact that 
others have served time for lesser 
offenses while Mr. Agnew es- 
caped because of his political 
status. 

Some have suggested that Mr. 
Nixon be protected not only from 
prosecution but from any obliga- 
tion to testify or provide 
evidence. Advocates of that view 
recognize that it might in 
fairness require the dismissal of 
other prosecutions, since defen- 
dants are entitled to all the rele- 
vant evidence. 

But then what about the men 
who have gone to prison already 
on pleas of guilty or convictions: 
Charles Colson, John Dean, Egil 
Krogh, Howard Hunt, Gordon 
Liddy, the Cubans? If others es- 
cape justice, should they be par- 
doned and reimbursed? There is 
no simple way to let Mr. Nixon 
slip away and still to keep faith 
with ovr Constitutional promise 
of equal justice under law. 

Another problem is the 
pendency, before the special 
prosecutor, of still incomplete in- 
vestigations. For instance, there

THE FREE WORLD 


In spite of the cataclysmic 
demise of President Nixon, other 
important issues are now being 
considered by Congress. The 
Foreign Aid bill is one. 
Congressman Michael 
Harrington announced last week 
that he was offering an amend- 
ment to the bill, currently before 
the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, that would uncon- 
ditionally terminate all 
American military aid to Chile, 
where military tribunals are in 
the process of summarily senten- 
cing former officials of the 
Allende government to prison or 
death. More than 300 American 
lawyers, including former US At- 
torney General Ramsey Clark, 
have sent a petition protesting 
the trials to the Chilean junta. 
The petition charges that the 
dictatorship “thas violated every 
fundamental canon of inter- 
national law.’’ Sen. Edward 
Kennedy is among those who 
have joined the protest. Speak- 
ing before the Senate, Kennedy 
said he may introduce a bill 
specifically designed to cut all 
military aid to Chile. This 
attempt to exercise some control 
over the flow of US taxpayers’ 
money to unpopular foreign 
regimes can potentially have a 
profound impact. Senator Alan 
Cranston (D-Cal) states that 
two-thirds of all US foreign aid 
goes to authoritarian 
governments and police states. 
Chile is the most recent example 
of a military dictatorship depen- 
_ on American aid for sur- 
vival. 


COLD CASH 


Q: When is a hospital like a 
supermarket? 

A: When it is the Boston City 
Hospital. Because so many of the 
patients at the BCH are indigent 
or among the working poor, 
Francis Guiney, the hospital 
director, decided to install cash 
registers in every ward and de- 
mand that all patients pay 
before they are treated. Many 
BCH workers were appalled by 
this mercenary approach. A 
group of them informed 50 com- 
munity agencies and the 
neighborhood health centers 
about Guiney’s reform. After 
strong protests to the BCH ad- 
ministration the planned in- 
novation was dropped. This may 
not be the end of cash-and-carry 
at the BCH, however. Workers 
there suspect that when the new 
outpatient department is opened 
in January the cash registers will 
be ringing at the end of the 
aisles. Sick people without 
bankbooks and public health 
care will then effectively be ter- 
minated.

EVICTION STOPPED 


Last week about 100 people 
mobilized by the Cambridge 
Tenants Organizing Committee 
physically stopped the eviction 
of a black woman from her 
apartment on Columbia Street 
in Cambridge. When the movers 
arrived in front of the apartment 
there were few people present to 
discourage the movers from put- 
ting the tenant’s furniture out on 
the street. Within, 15 minutes, 
though, a telephone chain 
organized by CTOC alerted a 
sizable number of local 
residents, who rushed to the 
scene. Many of these were black. 
The movers, themselves black, 
saw the gathering crowd and an- 
nounced: “We aren’t going to 
cross any black picket line.” 
They climbed back into their 
truck. The policeman overseeing 
the operation decided not to 
press the issue and refused to 
serve the eviction notice. Later 
that evening, CTOC activists 
debated whether the movers 
abandoned the eviction because 
of racial or class solidarity. But 
whatever the reason, the 
mobilizing tactic will continue to 
be used. 


FAIR SHAKE 


One of the biggest Pentagon 
boondoggles — the B-1 bomber 
— is now in the works. Although 
Congress won’t vote on ap- 
propriations for it until 1976, 
over two billion has already been 
spent on its development. 
Senator William Proxmire 
states: “The fact is that among 
intelligent defense experts the B- 
1 is a joke. It is a pbulic works 
project for the aerospace in- 
dustry rather than a needed 


weapon for the defense of the 
United States.’ Massachusetts 
residents can expect to pay $1.6 
billion in taxes over a ten-year 
period for this supersonic lemon; 
Boston will shell out $688 
million. 

What use could be made of 
this money if it was invested in 
social programs at home, instead 
of being given to military con- 
tractors? The American Friends 
Service Committee is sponsoring 
a Fair Shake Festival in Somer- 
ville’s Foss Park on Saturday, 
October 5, to demonstrate exact- 
ly what might be done with the 
money. Many local service 
groups will set up booths to 
dramatize better ways of using 
federal tax dollars. Chocolate 
and vanilla “fair shakes” and 
two-cent pie slivers representing 
the small share of the federal 
budget devoted to human needs 
will be sold. This will be the first 
peace conversion fair in New 
England. Fair Shake Festival 
organizers phrase the question of 
converting to peace this way: “If 
you won a million dollars in 
The Game, how much would 
you give to (a) your family, (b) 
your friends, (c) your church, (d) 
community groups, (e) the B-1 
bomber?” For info about the B-1 
bomber and the planning of the

ROSENBERG CASE 


A decision was handed down 
on August 2 in the case of 
Michael and Robert Meeropol, 
the sons of Julius and Ethel 
Rosenberg, against millionaire 
lawyer Louis Nizer, author of 
“The Implosion Conspiracy,” a 
malicious account of the 
Rosenbergs’ ordeal. Federal 
judge Harold Tyler dismissed 
charges of defamation of 
character and invasion of 
privacy brought against Nizer. 
Judge Tyler let stand the 
copyright infringement charge; 
Robert and Michael claim that 
Nizer used extracts from their 
parents’ death-house letters 
without permission. The dis- 
missals will be appealed by the 
Meeropols.

fronts. A National Committee to 
Re-open the Rosenberg Case has 
been established in New York to 
coordinate the drive.

The immediate goal of the com- 
mittee is to obtain subpoena 
power to question the principals 
in the case and to open all the 
files now withheld from the 
public.

The Dope on Marijuana 


The next time Newsweek comes up 
with one of those reports that marijuana 
makes your fingernails fall off and in- 
duces cross-eyed grandchildren, there’s 
an alternative to gritting your teeth and 
hoping they’re just trying to butter up 
the liquor advertisers. 

Check it all out for yourself at the 
Cannabis Institute of America, a mari- 
juana research center in Cambridge. It’s 
open to anyone who wants to get the 
hard, unbiased data on cannabis sativa 
— whether for argument’s sake, term- 
papers, or out of just plain curiosity. 

Run by a gaunt, intense and fast- 
talking Harvard Business School 
graduate named Laurence QO. 


McKinney, the Institute functions to _ 


collect, catalogue and redistribute all 
available information about current 
marijuana research. You can find out: 
how to grow it, how to make it more or 
less potent, what it does to you, what its 
medicinal uses are and how it could be 
mass-produced. 

McKinney, 29, and co-worker Ellen 
Datloff, 23, publish a bimonthly 


newsletter called Cannabis Rx, a six- 
page summary of current major studies 
that goes out to every serious dope 
researcher in the country and to assorted 
doctors, technicians and congresspeople. 
The newsletter is technical; articles 
have titles like “THC Shown to Have 
Anti-convulsant Effect” and “Cannabis 
Observed to Prolong Barbiturate Sleep- 
ing Time.’’ The articles include 
reference bibliographies. “It’s hard 
data,” says McKinney, “but much of it 


would be interesting to laypeople 

The Cannabis Institute was recently: 
established. Previously, McKinney 
parlayed his Harvard acumen to gain a 
national reputation as a producer of 
drug information material for school 
kids. He was so good that William 
Buckley once wrote a column about. 
him; Birmingham, Alabama awarded 
him the key to their city after he lec- 
tured at a drug conference there. 
McKinney made enough money produc- 
ing drug education materials that he 
was able to set up the Cannabis 
Institute as a non-profit corporation. 

The Institute is headquartered at 145 
Portland Street, near the Polaroid com- 
plex. The offices are neat, roomy and 
furnished with old barbershop chairs. A 
lifelike plastic model of a marijuana 
plant looms by the door, and 
McKinney’s half-Siamese cat slinks 
around under the furniture. 

McKinney is willing to let people 
come here to rummage through modern 
marijuana research at the cost of $10 for 
a year’s visiting privileges. “Even for 
one visit for a termpaper,””» McKinney 
says, “I think it’s worth it.” A year’s 
subscription to Cannabis Rx costs an 


additional $6.

I was trying to laugh at 
my own and the counterculture’s assump- 
tions about middle-class and middle-aged 
women; clearly the women I was writing 
about are proof of the absurdity of ageist 
prejudice, and there are more “radical” 
women involved in the women’s move- 
ment as well. I think, though, that our 
social structures militate against 
radicalism in older people, since we tend 
to tolerate the “excesses” of the young, 
even as we trivialize them. My point was 
that because these women conform to out- 
wardly respectable expectations, their 
thinking might influence those who would 
tend to operate on the opposite prejudice 
— that young, “hip” women are foolish 
extremists. But they are not women 
whose commitments will be dismissed as 
the rantings of foolish youngsters.

Control Chief Ousted 


By Tom Sheehan 
Rudy Fleischhacker got what 
he wanted last week — a forced 


resignation — but the good news — 


didn’t come from Washington. 

It came instead from Boston 
City Hall, with the official word 
late Wednesday that John 
Grace, the city’s Rent Control 
Administrator, was being remov- 
ed from his post. 

The ouster of Grace was a clear 
victory for Fleischhacker and the 
landlords he represents as head 
of the city’s Rental Housing 
Association. 

And although the White ad- 
ministration’s intentions on rent 
control remain unclear, Grace’s 
departure may soon be followed 
by more tangible landlord gains, 
including a possible across-the- 

rent increase. 

“It would appear,’’ said 
Fleischhacker last week, “that 
there has finally been some 
recognition of our complaints. 

‘‘We disagreed with John 
Grace on practically every point 
about how rent control should be 
administered,’’ he went on. 
“And our basic difference was 
whether a general rent increase 
should be declared.” 

As head of the city’s old Rent 
Review Board from 1969 through 
1972, and as Rent Control Ad- 
ministrator from 1973 on, Grace 
has not made many friends 
among landlords. But the enmi- 
ty between Grace and the city’s 
real estate interests flared up 
last winter when Grace was ask- 
ed to declare a general rent hike 
largely because of rising fuel 
costs. Grace refused, saying he 
would grant increases this year 


only on a case-by-case basis. 

As head of the landlords’ 
group, Fleischhacker responded 
with a letter in mid-January urg- 
ing Boston Mayor Kevin White 
to dump Grace. 

“We feel that he [Grace] is 
attempting to regulate us out of 
business,” the letter concluded. 
“We feel he should be removed 
immediately.” 

White made no immediate 
move. Late this spring, though, 
he instructed David Niklaus, an 
aide who specializes in govern- 
ment reorganization and who 
describes himself as “change 
agent in the administration,”’ to 
prepare a report on the 
operation of rent control under 
Grace. 

“It’s a rather expansive treat- 
ment on the whole subject of rent 
control,” said Niklaus last week. 
“It’s designed to be comprehen- 
sive.” 

And it was designed to be 
secret, for White’s eyes only. 
Author Niklaus said last week 
that he saw no problem in keep- 
ing it under wraps, although the 
report’s recommendations could 
significantly affect the city’s 
tenants. 

“That’s overstating its pur- 
pose,” he said. “‘Any executive is 
entitled to independent input 
from members of his staff.’’ But 
this much is certain about the 
Niklaus report, City Hall sources 
say: one of its key recommen- 
dations was the removal of 
Grace. 

That removal was ac- 
complished neatly last week as 
the media concentrated on a

similar event in Washington. 
Grace met with White on 
Wednesday and stepped down 
quietly, refusing to talk to 
reporters and then releasing a 
letter praising the mayor for his 
“past support.” Grace did cut 
himself free from the ad- 
ministration, though, refusing to 
take another job offered by 
White. 

Even though tenants had 
quarreled with Grace in the past, 
their response was quick and 
supportive. The Boston Tenants 
Coalition, representing most of 
the city’s big tenant groups, 
blasted the ouster as ‘“‘the latest 
in a series of anti-tenant 
decisions by the mayor. 


“The mayor is more interested 
in his own national political am- 
bitions than in the needs of the 
city’s tenants,’’ charged the 
Coalition. “By implementing 
policies designed to maximize 
profits of the real estate in- 
dustry, White hopes to secure 
generous contributions for his 
future campaigns.” 

With the Niklaus report top 
secret, though, and with White’s 
intentions also an unknown, the 
Coalition has no hard evidence 
to show that White will follow up 
the dumping of Grace with other 
anti-tenant moves. 

“Getting rid of Grace could be 
it, their one move,” suggested a 
Boston real estate man last 


week. “Most guys in real estate 
hated him and thought he was 
totally unreasonable. It was 
almost an obsession, and this is 
bound to calm them down a bit.” 

The White administration 
claimed last week, through the 
mayor’s housing aide Andy 


Olins, that landlord pressure was 


not a factor in Grace’s departure. 

“In the first place, Grace isn’t 
being fired, he’s being offered a 
promotion by the Mayor because 
the Mayor has great confidence 
in him,” said Olins last Wednes- 
day morning, shortly before 
Grace turned the “promotion” 
down. 

“Now it would be naive to say 
that landlords are happy with 
rent control, or that there hasn’t 
been a constituency angry with 
John,” said Olins. 

“There’s clearly a certain seg- 
ment of the landlord com- 
munity” he said, “that will view 
Grace’s departure with great 
cheers. But I don’t think we pay 
much attention to them. I don’t 
care about them.” 


Olins went on to offer 
assurances that Grace’s depar- 
ture will not be the first step in a 
systematic weakening of rent 
control in Boston. ‘Rent control 


‘ is an important and necessary 


element of the city’s housing 
policy,”’ he said. 

But tenant organizers are 
worried, and not without reason. 
“With Grace gone,” said Lou 
Finfer of the Dorchester Com- 
munity Action Council (DCAC), 
“none of White’s key advisers 
really support rent control. If 
they do at all, it’s only because 
they think it would be politically 
embarrassing for the Mayor to be 
running a program that doesn’t 
work at all. 

“Basically their housing policy 
is ‘we don’t have enough money 
to do anything, but it’s all the 
federal government’s fault.’ And 
that,”’ said Finfer, ‘‘is my sense 
of Olins’s position.” 

City Hall sources say that 
Grace and Olins had a number of 
disputes over policy and jurisdic- 
tion, particularly in early 1973 
when Grace took over the new 
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Rent Control administration. 
Grace won those disputes and 
the right to set his own policy, 
but his replacement may not be 
so lucky. 

One of the key policy disputes 
centered on whether luxury 
housing units should be included 
under rent control. Grace argued 
— against Olins and most of the 
mayor’s advisors — that the lux- 
ury market was tight, that the 
units should be included, and he 
won. 

Last week Olins was raising 
his side of the issue again. “‘Rent 
control has got to make some 
choices on how to serve its con- 
stituency,” he said, “and what 
its constituency is. 

“There is probably no need for 
the agency to concentrate on lux- 
ury housing,” he continued. “I'd 
rather have that percentage of 
the staff’s time spent on the real 
neighborhoods. Luxury tenants 
can cope with their problems 
themselves.” 

Since Grace made his decision 
on luxury units with White’s 
grudging support in the spring of 
1973, he has not come under 
serious attack on that score from 
Olins. But he has come under in- 
creased pressure from another 
party, Charles River Park 
developer Jerome Rappaport. 

“If there was one man who 
wanted to see Grace 


eliminated,” said a City Hall of- 


ficial aware of the dispute, “‘it 
would have to be Rappaport.” 

Rappaport, a big contributor 
to White political campaigns, 
would be the prime beneficiary 
of a rent board decision to decon- 
trol luxury units. He was un- 
available for comment last week. 

But the major issue that Grace 
was facing recently — and that 
may soon face Boston’s tenants 
as well — is the across-the-board 
rent increase demanded by the 
city’s real estate industry. 

The increase is apparently 
supported by housing aide Olins, 
who said last week he had “no 
comment on what the next ad- 
ministrator would do on that” 
but then added, “I think every 
rational person would agree that 
certain items have gone up for 
landlords — particularly utilities 
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Judge Paul Garrity: Upsets 
Some Tenants. 


and fuel.” 

There is further reason for ex- 
pecting such an increase soon: 
reports that Grace himself was 
about to allow one. 

According to City Hall 
sources, Grace informed Deputy 
Mayor Robert Kiley one week 
before his resignation that he 
had decided to allow a “‘modest” 
general rent hike in the near 
future. 

If the reports are accurate, 
White’s new appointee as ad- 


ministrator will almost certainly 
do the same, with the precise 
size of the increase the only 
remaining question. 


Court Decisions 


While tenant organizers are 
clearly worried now about the 
direction of the city’s Rent Con- 
trol Administration, they are 
also upset about some recent 
decisions by Boston Housing 
Court Judge Paul Garrity. 

“Garrity’s better than most 


district court judges,’’ says 
DCAC’s Lou Finfer. “‘He’s better 
in the type of court he runs and 
in most of his decisions. 

“But he’s also made some bad 
decisions for tenants recently,” 
said Finfer, “‘cases where he’s 
tried to set standards for Rent 
Control, and the standards are 
less favorable to tenants than 
Rent Control’s.” 

Two cases in particular are 
cited by the organizers. In the 
Corcoran decision handed down 


in July of 1973, Garrity ruled 


that m financing must 
sometimes considered in 
determining a landlord's fair net 


operating income. 

Previously the Rent Control 
Administration had specifically 
excluded financing payments in 
determining a landlord’s 
legitimate expenses; the ruling, 
then, meant that tenants must 
assume an additional expense in 
cases where Garrity felt it 
necessary. 

And early this July in the 
Goldberg decision, Garrity ruled 
that in cases where landlords 
had paid off all their financing 
they were entitled to a seven and 
a half etry return annually on 
the value of the property. 


Rent Control officials claim 


that such a return would be in- 


flationary, and they point out 


B that it’s virtually impossible to 
F come up with an easy formula to 


determine property value. 

There is one final item that 
currently disturbs tenant 
organizers in Boston: the front- 
running candidacy of Morris 
Frye for the new second 
judgeship in the Housing Court. 

Last week the Boston Tenants 
Coalition characterized Frye as 
“a Beacon Hill landlord who as a 
state representative in 1970 
voted against rent control and in 
1972 against the tenant’s right to 
repair law.” 

And there are rumors, said the 
coalition, that Frye’s candidacy 
is being pushed by Kevin White.

The DA’s Race: Chatg 


e and Countercharge

In 1928, Garrett H. Byrne, 
then a mere kid of 31, was a state 
representative and ran for 
Registrar of Deeds on the slogan, 
“Give a young man a chance.” 

He charged that the incum- 
bent, William Fitzgerald, who 
had been in office for 20, years, 
had held the job too long and 
should retire. “New blood is 
needed,” Byrne said. He lost. 

“That strategy didn’t work in 
1928,” observed John Kerrigan, 
“and it didn’t work in 1970. So 
I’m not going to use it this time.” 

In 1970, School Com- 
mitteeman Kerrigan hammered 
away at the charge that Byrne 
was too old to continue as an 
effective district attorney for 
Suffolk County. Byrne was then 
73, had not appeared in a cour- 
troom in years and, Kerrigan 
charged, lived ‘‘above the 
people’’ in the Prudential 
Towers, oblivious to all the crime 
and violence in the streets below. 

If those were crucial issues, it 
didn’t show in the election 
returns. Although Kerrigan, the 
stormy, always controversial, 
and ardent defender of Boston’s 
segregated schools, is a con- 
sistently strong vote-getter in 
school committee balloting, 
when he went one-on-one with 
the veteran D.A. he was beaten 
by a three-to-two margin. 

This year Byrne is 77, has 
served in the job for 22 years, 
and has become a permanent fix- 
ture at the old courthouse 
building (the one described as 
the “‘new”’ courthouse on parking 
tickets) in Pemberton Square, as 
well as an institution unto 
himself. By running for re- 
election, he’s asking for the right 
to be the county’s chief 
prosecutor when he’s 81. 

Still, Kerrigan’s not talking 
about his opponent’s age 
anymore. “I’m thoroughly con- 
vinced that a positive campaign 
is the best campaign,” Kerrigan 
said. ‘Four years ago I was too 
negative.” 

Examples of Kerrigan’s new 
“positive” approach: “We hear a 
lot about a full-time District At- 
torney, but all his assistants are 
part-time and carry on their own

private practices. When I’m 
elected, I'll insist that all my 
assistants be full-time.” 

Byrne puts out a campaign 
leaflet picturing himself and 
scores of assistants gathered on 
the courthouse steps. ‘“They 
work for District Attorney 


Garrett Byrne,” the copy reads, 
“and they work night and day for 
you.’ 


“Sure they work night and 
day,’’ Kerrigan remarked. 
“They’re working their asses off 
right now ringing doorbells for 
Byrne.” 


But aren’t there also school 
department employees out ring- 
ing doorbells for Kerrigan? 
“Sure,” he said, “but most of 
them have tenure. They’re not 
doing it to keep their jobs.” 

Kerrigan is also critical of 
Byrne for maintaining a close 
political alliance with Mayor 
Kevin White, which is why, he 
intimates, areas of wrongdoing 
in city government are never in- 
vestigated by the D.A.’s office. 
Byrne’s first assistant, Larry 
Cameron, is the mayor’s former 
law partner and was, in fact, 
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White’s first choice for police 
commissioner. Cameron 
reportedly refused the job 
because he couldn’t afford the 
cut in pay — he would have had 
to give up his extremely 
lucrative private law practice. 
And Cameron’s wife, Barbara, is 
a close aide to White. 

“The District Attorney should 
investigate the intolerable con- 
ditions at the Deer Island House 
of Correction,” Kerrigan said. 
“There were 125 escapes there 
last year and the people of 
Winthrop are terrified. When the 
Mayor’s best friend is the chief 
assistant, the Mayor gets a little 
bit of immunity that he wouldn’t 
enjoy if I were district attorney.” 


That’s for sure. But what 
about Kerrigan’s own political 
interests? He says he not only in- 
tends to remain on the school 
committee while also serving as 
D.A., but hopes to use the office 
to strengthen his political clout 
as school committee chairman. 

“An awful lot of power has 
been eroded from the school 
committee,’’ Kerrigan said, 
noting that his letters to people 
like Senators Kennedy and 
Brooke are consistently ignored. 
“They’ d answer the district at- 
torney,” he stated. 

And the Mayor, who now has 
all but complete control of the 
police department, often ignores 
requests from Kerrigan to send 
police into schools where — 
Kerrigan fears troubles will 
erupt. “They'd pay attention to 
such a request from a district at- 
torney,” he said. 

So, in short, what Kerrigan is 
really asking the voters to do is 
not to depoliticize a district at- 
torney’s office that is, admitted- 
ly, a little too close to City Hall 
for comfort. He’s asking the 
voters to substitute one set of 
political alliances for another. 

“That argument is very hard 
to refute,” he conceded, “but 
with the threats of busing and 
extortion in the schools, it’s 
necessary, at this stage, that I 
stay on the school committee. 
z But don’t worry. Any immunity 
& that I might give to the School 

Dept. would be well covered by 
i the news media.” 


* * * 


District Attorney Byrne would 
not talk to the Phoenix about the 
campaign, Kerrigan’s charges, or 
anything else. He wouldn’t even 
allow himself to be photograph- 


At first his assistant, Larry 
Cameron, agreed to set up an in- 
terview with the boss, but 
cautioned that “he won’t answer 
any questions about any of 
Kerrigan’s screwy issues.” Later, 
apparently at Byrne’s insistence, 
the interview was canceled. “‘He 
doesn’t want to be quoted in any 
story that also quotes Kerrigan,” 
Cameron explained. 

Claiming he is too busy to get 
involved in the foolishness of a 
campaign, or whatever, is not a 
new tactic for the aging, white- 
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haired prosecutor. He was ap- 
pointed to the job by Gov. Paul 
Dever in 1952 after the death of 
his predecessor, William J. 
Foley. In 1954, his first campaign 
was against Foley’s son. The 
Boston Traveler ran a story on 
Byrne that began: 

“Crime-busting, Red-hunting 
Garrett H. Byrne is described by 
friends as the district attorney 
who is too busy to campaign for 
election. 

“In fact since he has been in 
office Byrne has set some sort of 
record for being busy. 

“His activities have ranged 
from smashing Red cells and 
dope rings to the banning of 
Christine Jorgensen in Boston.” 

Byrne no longer chases after 
commies and transsexuals, but 
one of his priorities does seem to 
be to persist in the rather 
tiresome and futile effort to keep 
the old “banned in Boston” 
tradition alive. Some of his most 
publicized crusades in recent 
years involved prosecution of 
plays and movies that look pret- 
ty tame today. He took his fight 
against “I Am Curious Yellow” 
to the Supreme Court, and even 
tried to shut down the rock 
musical “Hair.” 

More recently, he pledged that 
“Deep Throat” would never be 
allowed into Boston as long as he 
was D.A. In fairness, he had no 


. way of anticipating that the 


state’s old obscenity statute 
would be thrown out by Supreme 
Judicial Court. 

Byrne also has not been known 
as a particularly strong defender 
of individual rights. In 1964 he 
blasted the Supreme Court that, 
under the late Chief Justice Earl 
Warren, had made a number of 
decisions designed to protect the 
rights of the defendant. Byrne 
claimed the Court was handcuf- 
fing the police and “leading the 
country down the road to chaos, 
disorder, and ruin.” 

Earlier, in 1959, he said in an 
address before the State Chiefs 
of Police Ass’n, ‘“‘We are ready 
and eager to protect the rights of 
the private individual. But not 
when it is for the protection of 
the hoodlums and the 
racketeers.”” 

His most outrageous public 
statement, though, probably 
came in 1957, after he had 
successfully prosecuted eight 
defendants in the celebrated 
Brinks case and was being 
touted in the press as a possible 
candidate for governor. Although 
there was no evidence to back it 
up, he declared publicly that all 
eight convicted robbers were also 
“probable murderers,” but that 
their hoodlum backgrounds 
couldn’t be mentioned in court 


because legislation protecting 
the civil rights of defendants had 
gone far.” 

He said he would rather take 
the risk of sending an occasional 
innocent person to jail than let 
hoodlums go free. 

Of course, he may have just 
been echoing the prevailing sen- 
timents of law enforcement 
professionals at the time. He has 
not been so publicly outspoken 
for years, preferring of late to 
adopt a low profile. 

Despite criticism from 
Kerrigan, most district at- 
torneys, like Byrne, find 
themselves too busy with ad- 
ministrative duties to appear 
often in court. Kerrigan says 
he’d be a “visible, active, and 
aggressive” prosecutor. 

Kerrigan claims Byrne’s office 
has maintained a poor convic- 
tion percentage (Only 114 convic- 
tions out of 483 murder 
prosecutions, for example) and 
that the crime rate has risen 
alarmingly in the 22 years he’s 
been in office. 

To blame one county 
prosecutor for crime statistics 
that are, in fact, lower than in 
most major cities, however, is 
hardly fair. And Byrne has 
scored some major successes Over 
the years, the most recent being 
the 1972 raid of the home of 
alleged West Roxbury gambler 
Frank Vitello which, quite by ac- 
cident, turned up the now in- 
famous police payoff list — a 
development that produced no 
indictments, to be sure, but did 
ultimately result in a major 
reorganization of the Boston 
Police Department. 

* 

Also in the race this year is 
former City Councilor William J. 
Foley Jr., former assistant D.A. 
and son of the man who preceded 
Byrne in the office. Foley says 
there’s only one issue — and it’s 
the issue that Kerrigan has 
abandoned this time around: 
Byrne’s age. 

‘Sure he’s experienced,” 
observed Foley, who is plump, 
balding, and has just turned 50 
himself, ‘and if he keeps getting 
re-elected until he’s 137 he’ll 
have even more experience. I’m 
appealing to the common sense 
of the electorate. There are some 
things that are obvious. I mean 
even Sam Ervin decided to retire 
this year, and he’s exactly 
Byrne’s age.” 

When he was first elected to 
the City Council in 1951, topping 
the ticket at the age of 28, Foley 
was one of the promising young 
Irish pols that come along every 
so often in this city. (Finishing 
second that year was Joe White, 
father of the current mayor.) But 


instead of advancing politically, 


Foley spent the better part of 


two decades on the council and 
only built over the years a 
reputation as a clever and ver- 
bose debater. 

Foley was a staunch urban 
renewal foe in 1965 and would 
launch into harangues against 
then Renewal Director Ed Logue

at the drop of a hat. It was then 
also that his popularity began to 
fade, and after nine terms on the 
council, he lost his re-election 
bid in 1969 and hasn’t been able 
to get back into office since, 
though he’s run for both council 
and school committee. 

And, in all candor, he doesn’t 
really expect to be elected dis- 
trict attorney this year either. 
After listing all the faults with 
the city’s law enforcement 
system, which, he says, “has 
fallen into the hands of screw- 
balls, ’’ Foley concedes, “I have a 
feeling that I may not be called 
upon to change things.” 

Bill Foley has another han- 

dicap, one he inherited in 1951. 
A small-timer named William 
Pasquale Intraversato had his 
name legally changed to William 
P. Foley in hopes of capitalizing 
on the city councilor’s populari- 
ty. 
Intraversato Foley, a perennial 
candidate, has never been 
elected to anything, but voter 
confusion over the two Bill 
Foleys has hurt the original one. 
On election day in 1971, just as 
Bill Foley was confident he 
would be returned to the city 
council, the Herald Traveler 
with incredibly poor judgement 
ran a page four story about an 
attempt to jail his namesake as 
the result of a 1969 stolen bond 
case. The headline read “Bid To 
Jail Candidate Foley Draws A 
Blank From Sheriff.” That day 
the real Bill Foley finished just 
out of the running. 


This year, with the real Bill 
Foley running for D.A., his old 
namesake may come back to 
haunt him again. On page 3 of 
the July 25 Globe was a story 
that “William P. Foley, un- 
successful candidate for public 
office since 1951” was arrested 
and charged with running “a 
major call girl operation.” 

Way down in the story was the 
explanation that this particular 
Bill Foley is the former William 
Pasquale Intraversato. 

* 

It may be, though, that the 
voter will look at Byrne, Foley, 
and Kerrigan — this list of tired 
old Irish Boston pols — and long 
for an alternative. 

The man who hopes to be the 
alternative is John Cavicchi, 26 
years old, an East Boston resi- 
dent who boasts that he passed 
the bar exam before he even 
graduated from law school. 

Cavicchi, who will officially 
announce this week, also 
criticizes Byrne for having been 
in office too long. He says an en- 
trenched office-holder tends to 


forget that he serves the people, 
and gets careless. Cavicchi says 
he has a “new vision.” 

To prevent ties to any vested 
interests, says Cavicchi’s cousin 
and campaign manager, Ned 
Scligliano, he will accept no con- 
tributions. He will fund the en- 
tire campaign himself. “He’s a 
determined, ambitious youn; 
fellow who’s never been involv 
in politics before,’’ said 
Scligliano. ‘‘A real post- 
Watergate type candidate.” 

And, of course, he will lose. 
But ironically the kid is the only 
candidate to throw a real scare 
into Garrett Byrne in a long 
time. His challenge of technical 
errors in Byrne’s nomination 
papers proved valid, but it was 
dismissed by the Ballot Law 
Commission as trivial. Byrne 
had written “Suffolk County” 
instead of “Suffolk District” on 
his papers. “If Cavicchi had 
made the same mistake,”’ said 
his cousin, ‘‘he’d have been 
thrown off the ballot instantly.” 

And his cousin is probably 
right. 


An election year is never a 
time when high-placed State 
administrators permit any 
boat-rocking — and those 
who run the penal system are 
no exceptions. Except for 
some minor, isolated in- 
stances of rebelliousness 
behind the walls, prison 
wardens have managed 
through one means or another 
to maintain a relative out- 
ward calm since Walpole’s 
past, prolonged summer of 
troubles. Just how far 
wardens can go to keep the lid 
on their institutions, while 
evidently trampling on the 
legal rights of inmates, will be 
decided by the courts. 


Charges were made last 
week that registered mail sent 
to inmates of Bridgewater 
MCI has been intercepted 
and confiscated by the prison 
administration, and that in- 
mates were also denied access 
to a handbook called Your 
Rights as a Mental Patient. 


Matthew H. Feinberg, at- 
torney for the Civil Liberties 
Union of Mass., will allege in 
a class action suit that “the

actions of the Department of 
Corrections and the officials at 
Bridgewater prevent the 
prisoners from learning of and 
exercising their legal and con- 
stitutional rights, including 
the right to receive informa- 
tion, the right to petition for 
redress of grievances, and the 
right to communicate with 
persons outside the in- 
stitition.” (This makes the 
third suit brought against 
Bridgewater since last 
Spring.) 

Among the letters the suit 
charges were confiscated is 
correspondence sent to in- 
mates by the New England 
Prisoners Association. In 
March more than 300 
Bridgewater inmates signed a 
petition calling for represen- 
tation by NEPA, but the 
prisoners’ group says it has 
been denied access to the in- 
stitution. Their registered 
letters attempted to inform 
inmates of NEPA’s con- 
tinuing efforts to get into 
Bridgewater and invited them 
to communicate grievances to 
NEPA.

The maintenance man in question is 
named Carl V. Yastrzemski — and he 
wanted nights and weekends off so he 
could go watch his son play ball at 
Fenway Park.

Boston Community News, Massport 
recently placed an “embargo on the ex- 
peditious flow of information.” 

What this rather frightening phrase 
means is that Massport’s public informa- 
tion office will no longer answer questions 
from the bi-weekly paper unless they are 
submitted in writing, a procedure that is 
obviously unsatisfactory when dealing 
with a controversial issue or a breaking 
news story. 

Massport’s PR man, John Halloran, 
claims the embargo is the result of “pur- 
poseful gross misrepresentation and mis- 
quotations’’ by the paper. David 
Macgregor, co-manager of the Com- 
munity News, points out, however, that 
Halloran has not substantiated his charge 
and, indeed, that other news outlets 
which editorially oppose Massport have 
had similar difficulties getting straight 
answers from the quasi-public agency. 

“‘We feel these policies have serious im- 
plications for the media as a whole,” 
Macgregor said, “even though they now 
seem to be directed primarily at the alter- 


native media.”

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Vietnam Protest Goes On: Tiger Cage Vigil

WASHINGTON — The steps 
of the Capitol are hot in summer. 
By 9:15 a.m. sweat is already 
pouring off our faces. Near the 
main door we are quickly 
assembling the reproduction of 
a tiger cage prison cell for today’s 
vigil. I have seen only pictures of 
tiger cages until now. This model 
is almost too faithful to the 
original. Grey walls look just like 
poured concrete, bars along the 
top, a low-placed bar through 
the center of the cell. 

I decide to take my turn first. I 
step in, crouching; my legs are 
shackled and my wrists are 
crossed over the center bar and 
handcuffed in place. Now I can- 
not stand, or move. If I were to 
maintain this position for more 
than a few weeks, I probably 
would not be able to walk or 
stand upright again. I’m in for 
only two hours. It’s cooler inside 
the cage, but I’m still sweating. 
I’ve been fasting for a day, but I 
forget that I’m hungry. 

This tiger cage is part of an 
ongoing summer project: the 
Tiger Cage Vigil and Fast. Carol 
Bragg, an employee of the 
American Friends Service Com- 
mittee in Providence, R.I., con- 
ceived the idea for the project, 
believing that the presence of the 
cage in Washington all summer 
would be an effective symbol of 
the Thieu and Lon Nol regimes in 
South Vietnam and Cambodia. 
She hoped that persistent visits 
from Americans all over the 
country to members of both 
Houses of Congress would lead 
Congress to cut back military 
and economic aid to Indochina. 

(Last Tuesday, Aug. 6, the 
House of Representatives voted 
to cut military aid to South Viet- 
nam from $1.2 billion requested 
by the Administration to $625 
million. Proponents of the cut 
spoke about the Tiger Cage Vigil

was entered in the Congressional 
Record. It had been estimated 
that the vote to cut military aid 
might pass by two or three votes; 
instead it passed by 80 votes. 
The measure now goes to the 
Senate.) 

When I first heard about the 
project, it seemed to me that at 
best it was quixotic, at worst 
hopeless. With resignation on 
the one hand, and the almost un- 
iversally held notion that the war 
is over on the other hand, it 
seemed that no one would notice 
that a small band of vigilers was 
still there. Being quixotic 
myself, as soon as I heard about 
the project I wanted to take part 
in it. 

When I arrived in Washington 
and began to take part in the 
project, I realized that my vision 


of it has been quite narrow. 
There are a lot of people involved 
in the group — men and women 
from all over the country have 
been coming for a week at a time 
to take part. 


Supportive Community 


Being in Washington in the 
heat of summer, at the height of 
the tourist season, spending six 
hours a day leafletting, standing 
on the Capitol steps, talking to 
passers-by, sitting in the tiger 
cage; spending at least three 
hours a day visiting 
Congressional offices; spending a 
couple of hours each evening in 
careful evaluation of the day’s 
activities: all of this requires a 
warm and supportive communi- 
ty. All of us had to hold each 
other up. 


Our first decision was about 
fasting. I was greatly relieved 
that the decision to fast was left 
up to each of us: I have never 
been persuaded that mortifying 
the flesh was a necessary compo- 
nent to good action. But when I 
found out that Carol was in the 
sixth week of her fast, I decided 
to try it for at least a day. 

It was not until I actually took 
my place in the cage the next 
morning, however, that I realiz- 
ed how effective this project has 
been. Thousands of people came 
by each day, and hundreds spoke 
with us. Mostly, they were 
American tourists, proudly 
visiting the Nation’s Capital, 
slinging their cameras, puffing 
up the steps. And stopping to 
talk to us. We learned not to 
shout at people. We learned that 


two or three of us talking quietly 
to small groups was effective. We 
learned that for every heckler 
there were dozens of others who 
stopped sometimes just to listen, 
but often to do more. 


From inside the cage I could 
hear parents explaining to their 
children why we were there. 
Sometimes people stopped and 
joined the vigil line on the steps 
for a few moments or a few 
hours. When it was my turn to 
come out of the cage and leaflet, 
I learned how much it hurts to be 
snarled at. But I also learned 
that the common decency which 
Americans are supposed to have, 
en which I believed is a myth, is 
real. 


At the end of the first day, we 
all returned in an exhausted 
heap, giddy with enthusiasm. 


Constituent Pressure 


As we began visiting members 
of Congress the next day, some of 
my giddiness began to wear off. 
In the first place, They Had 
Other Things on Their Minds 
These Days. In the second place, 
I soon learned that the way to 
talk to esteemed members of the 
House and Senate is not to 
appeal to the strains of decency 
common to most of the tourists 
we spoke with. The few members 
of the House and Senate who do 
respond to the plight of the 
prisoners in Indochina are real 
pearls among swine. But the pols 
do respond to something called 
constituent pressure. 


The Tiger Cage Vigil and Fast 
project has been able to provide 
a living, breathing constituent 
for almost every member of the 
House and Senate, for people 
have come to participate (and 
will continue to come) from 
every part of the country.

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Let It All Hang Out

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Pat Farren, 30-year-old 
peace activist and member of 
the American Friends Service 
Committee (AFSC) in Cam- 
bridge, organized a group last 
week that is asking for the 
release of all Nixon’s tapes 
recorded since he took office.

Said Farren: “As I was 
reading Nixon’s admission in 
the Watergate cover-up, it 
seemed to me that the basic 
question is this: are we going 
to replace one lying hypocrite 
with another lying hypocrite? 
Or are we going to take this 
unique chance to really ex- 
pose the cover-ups which ex- 
tend far beyond the 
Watergate cover-up in scope 
and importance?” 

Farren has sent a letter to 
the editor of the Waltham 


News-Tribune urging Rep. 
Robert Drinan (D-Newton) to 
ask the House “to subpoena 
all the tapes recorded surrep- 
titiously during the Nixon ad- 
ministration.”” He also calls 
on Drinan to request that the 
House reconsider impeach- 
ment for the bombing of 
Cambodia. 

A copy of the letter was 
sent to Drinan’s office but 
they would not comment un- 
til they'd had a chance to 
read it. 

The other cover-ups Farren 
mentioned included: 

The U.S. empire cover- 
up : Farren said that the U.S. 
was guilty of propping up 
“dictatorships and repressive 
fascist governments,”’ in- 
cluding the Dominican 
Republic, Bolivia and Chile. 

‘“‘Senator Cranston of 
California,’ Farren pointed 


out, “said within the last 
week that two-thirds of the 
$5.8 billion the Nixon ad- 
ministration is requesting for 
foreign aid for fiscal year ’75 is 
earmarked for repressive 
governments.” 

The Indochina cover-up : 
this would include not only 
the Cambodian bombing, 
which Farren called ‘“‘the 
most important reason Nixon 
should have been im- 
peached,” but also the con- 
tinuation of the war and the 
support of the Thieu govern- 
ment in S. Vietnam. 

ruling class cover- 
up: “I think,” Farren said, 
“there would be significant 
material in those tapes which 
show the intricate, very real 
workings of the ruling class in 
this country for the first time. 
I think this would show the 
existence of the ruling class

unequivocally.” 

The deomcratic myth 
cover-up : Farren said that 
there is “not a democracy in 
this country,” and that the 
real decisions are made by ‘“‘a 
very few people, lobbying and 
corporate interest.” 

Finally, Farren hoped the 
tapes would uncover the 
capitalism myth in the U.S. 


“Less than 5 percent of the 
people,”’ he said, “control 
about 40 percent of the liquid 
assets in the U.S. We do not 
have free enterprise.” 

Farren said he would be 
writing and contacting about 
“200 friends and acquain- 
tances” to see how much in- 
terest there might be in his 
idea.

Continued from page }————— 
view that there would be a good 
chance of indictment if Nixon 
resigned. They pointed out that 
the original Watergate grand 
jury is a particularly strong 
group and, without a Senate im- 
peachment trial to disclose all 
the facts, would lean toward 
bringing Nixon into court as a 
defendant in the cover-up case. 
Only a full accounting by Nixon 
of his involvement in the cover- 
up, these aides suggested, might 
forestall such grand jury action. 
That accounting was not 
forthcoming Thursday night. 


For Jaworski, a decision to let 
Nixon off the hook would present 
major legal problems. He must 
prosecute a number of cases in 
which the evidence leads directly 
to Nixon. The defendants in 
these cases will claim they were 
only following the orders of the 
President. If Nixon was indic- 
table and not brought to court, 
the government’s case would be 
damaged. 


More important, a number of 
Washington legal observers 
believe that a failure to indict 
Nixon would jeopardize any 
successful prosecutions on 
appeal. The key is the various 
“due process” clauses in the 
Constitution. These not only 
guarantee that defendants will 
receive fair and speedy trials, 
but also that there will be ‘equal 
protection under the law.” 


Walter Bonner, the brilliant 
Washington criminal lawyer who 
represented John Mitchell in the 
Vesco case, says that “if I was 
defending one of those guys and 
Nixon wasn’t indicted, I'd be 
real confident on appeal. I think 
there are ample precedents for 
having any convictions over- 
tn when justice has not been 
applied equally. If Nixon is not 


indicted with the evidence now 
on hand, justice will not have 
been applied equally.” 

Another Watergate defense 
lawyer, who asked not to be iden- 
tified, took a similar line. 
“Frankly, I think Jaworski 
almost has to indict him. I 
guarantee you that I will scream 
bloody murder if he doesn’t. I 
just don’t see how they can sus- 
tain a conspiracy case without 
indicting the man who has ad- 
mitted publicly that he led the 
conspiracy. It is that simple.” 


Without an immunity 
measure from Congress, it is 
really Jaworski’s decision and 
his alone. Reporters who have 
watched his office since he took 
over from Archibald Cox believe 
chances are good that the 
Special Prosecutor will be push- 
ed by circumstances, legal 
problems, his own staff and the 
grand jury into indicting Nixon 
even though he personally is 
hesitant to do so. They also think 
that the cases now being built 
regarding violations of the Inter- 
nal Revenue code, possible fraud 
in the Nixon tax report and the 
sale of ambassadorships might 
involve the ex-president as a 
defendant. 


If Jaworski does act, the only 
out for Nixon is presidential par- 
don or clemency from Gerald 
Ford. In the midst of the chaos 
Friday morning, a Ford aide took 
time to tell two reporters that 
the new President’s staff had 
already been considering the 
question. “There is a majority 
opinion that this would not be a 
good thing for a new president to 


‘do. Most of us feel the President 


ought to stay out of the Nixon 
case unless public opinion is 
overwhelmingly in favor of not 
trying Nixon. From what we 
have seen so far this is not the 
case, and Nixon’s speech didn’t 
help much.”

remain a viable option. 

At the very least, Washington 
has not seen the last of Richard 
Nixon. Lawyers for defendants 
in the cover-up and milk cases 
have indicated they will call him 
as a witness. There is a move 
afoot to reopen the Plumbers’ 
case so that Nixon can testify in 


person. The ex-president will 
need legal counsel just for his 
appearances as a witness, and 
this will put a strain on his 
deteriorating financial situation. 

Nixon has made his choice, 
taking a road that will at least 
allow him to retain his govern- 
ment pension — even if he is in- 


dicted and convicted. A White 
House aide said early last week 
that Nixon was faced with the 
lady or the tiger choice — 
without the lady. Last Friday 
the same aide said, “He chose 
the door with the tiger and the 
small bag of gold. I guess he 
chose the right one.”

On this score Mr. Nixon’s tax 
behavior raises particular dif- 
ficulties.

. fraud to a grand jury. There is an 


ebvious public interest in seeing 
that Mr. Nixon is treated like 
other citizens in regard to his 
taxes. 

Over all, the important thing 
as the country begins a new 
chapter is for those in authority 
to act openly and with respect 
for law. Thus, if Mr. Nixon is 
given any degree of immunity 
now, the decision must take into 
account the impact on others — 
on the whole system of criminal 
justice. And the reasoning 

hind the decision must be ful- 
ly explained. 

That is the major principle to 


be followed in a situation that 
allows of no easy or perfect solu- 
tion. On more particular points, 
there must be no inhibitions on 
pursuit of pending inquiries. 
And there must be no immunity 
for Mr. Nixon from any further 
tax liabilities imposed by law. 
The country will have a deep 
desire now for repose — a desire 
to forget Richard Nixon’s 
Presidency. But in the hope of 
repose we must not undermine 
the most important teaching of 
Watergate: In the American

bill that even moderate 
newspapers called dangerous to 
the democracy. “The Nixon 
bill,” said the Congress of In- 
dustrial Organizations, “is in 
fundamental conflict with con- 
stitutional form of government 
and with the pressures of a 
democratic society.” 

And so, of course, was Richard 
M. Nixon. 

The statement, I realize, 
shows little or no compassion. 
The tones of television commen- 
tators, the statements of 
national political figures, the 
words of those manning the 
Washington bureaus are 
sonorous. 

This weekend will have heard, 
undoubtedly, a number of hasti- 
ly rewritten sermons by 
clergymen who may feel moved 
~ compassion. And I am so mov- 

I feel nothing but compassion 
for a liberal congressman named 
Jerry Voorhis, who was the first 
victim of Richard Nixon’s 
masterful commie-baiting 
slander. 

And equally do I admit to 
compassion for Ms. Douglas, 
who witnessed the ancestor of 
CREEP, as crews of men attend- 
ed all her rallies in 1950 and 
passed out pink-tinted sheets of 
paper that completely distorted 
her voting record, making her 
look like Ms. Lenin. 

And compassion for Harry 
Truman, who had the guts to 
swear in public and - the 
bum’s rush to Gen. uglas 
MacArthur, thereby incurring 
the wrath of Nixon and Co. 

I am compassionate for the 
Republican Party, which had in 
1952 an opportunity to recall its 
one moment of national 
usefulness (Lincoln), and picked 
for its vice president one Richard 
M. Nixon over a Baltimore sage 
and liberal named Theodore 
Roosevelt McKeldin. 

I am compassionate for the 
families of those Americans who 
died in Indochina while we all 
breathlessly awaited Mr. Nix- 
on’s secret plan to end the war. 
And for the Cambodians who 
didn’t even rate the permission 
of the U.S. Congress to die in a 
secret flurry of bombings. 

And I am compassionate for 
the part-time pacifists and 
small-time bookmakers, pursued 
by Mr. Nixon’s henchman John 
Mitchell, that most arrogant of 


human beings, a symbol of the 
Nixon Administration. 

“T don’t want a government of 
yes-men,” Mr. Nixon insisted in 
a September, 1968 radio cam- 
paign speech. He talked of sur- 
rounding the presidency “with 
men of stature, including young 
men, and giving them respon- 
sibilities commensurate with 
their stature.” 

“It requires a Cabinet made 
up of the ablest men in 
America,” he insisted, “leaders 
in their own right and not merely 
by virtue of appointment — men 
who will command the public’s 
respect and the President’s 
attention by the power of their 
intellect and the force of their 
ideas. 

“Such men are not attracted 
to an Administration in which 
all the credit is gathered to the 
White House, and blame parcel- 
ed out to scapegoats, or in which 
high officials are asked to dance 
like puppets on a Presidential 
string.” 

Yet Robert Finch and James 
Farmer and Wally Hickel left, 
while John Mitchell and some 
strange crew-cut underlings 
never elected by anybody to 
anything stayed to command the 
President’s attention. 

So John Mitchell said publicly 
of Watergate that the “people in- 
volved were not operating either 
on our behalf or with our con- 
sent.”” And Dick Nixon told his 
fellow Americans, “I can say 
categorically that ... no one in 
this Administration, presently 
employed, was involved in this 
very bizarre incident.” 

But Dick Nixon had almost 30 
years of public life to say lots of 
things. 

He used to be fond of saying 
that those Americans responsi- 
ble for China’s “going” Com- 
munist had hurt the nation, but 
on the night he resigned, he said 
it was important for us to get 
along with the People’s Republic 
of China. Then, again, when he 
said those other things, he had 
been, as with Ms. Douglas, a 
very young man. 

Perhaps it was not so much 
what he said, but what his words 
did. He was, consciously or 
otherwise, a master at making 
little of the aspirations of others, 
of making fools of idealists — 
from Stevenson to McGovern —

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keeping a slush fund for Mr. Nix- 
on, and he went on television to 
deliver a long saccharine epic 
about his lovely family, his 
doggie, his modest means and 
his military background. 

A week later, Norman 
Redlich, writing in The Nation, 
turned the Nixon speech into a 


satiric ‘‘Hand book for 
Demagogues 
“Above all,” Redlich wrote, 


“never discuss the actual thing 
for which you were called to task 
by the American people. Never 
compare your voting record with 
the economic interests of those 
who contributed to your fund. 
Never raise the question whether 
it was right to take money from 
people who have a stake in the 
ie = way you vote.

of creating sympathy for himself, 
of shifting the public’s attention 
from a real issue to platitudes of 
self-indulgent patriotism. 

The man who had promised to 
unite us proceeded to divide us 
in a radio speech on the eve of 
Labor Day, 1972. From San 
Clemente, created and main- 
tained not quite by the sweat of 
his furrowed brow, he talked of 
the “‘work ethic.” America, he 
said, must choose between work 
ethic and welfare ethic. It was 
masterful. It was Richard Nixon 
at his best/worst. 

“The work ethic tells us that 
there is really no such thing as 
something for nothing and that 
everything valuable in life re- 
quires some striving and some 
sacrifice.” It makes us, he allow- 
ed, better human beings. 

But the “welfare ethic.”” Oh, 
boy. Hoo-haa! Bad. Dirty. ““The 
welfare ethic, on the other hand, 
suggests there is an easier way 

. . It sees the Government, not 
the person, as the best judge of 
what people should do, where 
they should live, where they 
should go to school, what kind of 
jobs they should have, how much 
wns they should be allowed to 

ee 

Why, Richard M. Nixon had 
fought for years against such 
government interference. It was 
okay for government to 


burglarize places, tap phones, 
cover up, hush up, abrogate 
powers, make secret deals. Just 
stay the hell away from the 
clinches of private enterprise. 

Joseph Goebbels had 
perfected such radio speeches for 
the Third Reich, such logic, such 
weighted insight. ‘““The work 
ethic builds strong people,” said 
the President. ““The welfare 
ethic breeds weak people.” 

By the next day, when George 
McGovern reminded whoever 
would listen that, under Nixon, 
both the welfare and unemploy- 
ment rolls were increasing, the 
workingman was looking more 
kindly toward the fellow who had 
once fought hard for Taft- 
Hartley and against organized 
labor. 

Two months later, when he 
had easily won reelection, Nixon 
said with a straight face, “I tried 
to conduct this campaign in a 
way that would not divide 
America. ...” It was the same 
blatant chutzpah he had used so 
well before. 

As in 1949, when he reported 
only $62,894 in campaign ex- 
penses in his Senate fight. The 
New Republic estimated later 
that the billboards alone 
probably cost $175,000.~ 

As in 1952, when the New York 
Post contended that wealthy 
California businessmen were 


you do all these things, a great 
general will laud your courage 
and you will be flooded with 
telegrams of sympathy and sup- 
port. And if the people are really 
as dumb as you think they are, 
you may someday be President 
of the United States.” 

In short, Nixon wrote the 
book. Unexpectedly for him, it 
ended a few chapters short on a 
hot muggy night in August 
amidst occasional calls for com- 
passion. 

It is true enough that every 
man has good within him. Attila 
the Hun undoubtedly looked 
kindly on his pet boar or raven or 
whatever. Lepke Buchalter’s 
brother was a rabbi, and some 
Mafiosi give to the Church. 

So, then, being a good liberal 
who disliked Mr. Nixon long 
before anybody even built the 
Watergate apartments in 
Washington, I now admit to feel- 
ing some pity for Nixon, the 
human. 

But why must the compassion 
be translated into immunity? 
The man himself gave no such 
quarter to draft resisters and 
others he deemed less than 


’ American. As he himself said 


with that righteousness he had 
mastered so well: 

- “The tragic lesson of guilty 
men,’ * he said in 1968, “walking 
free from hundreds of cour- 
trooms across this country has 
not been lost on the criminal 
community.”

“There’s More 


Than Money Involved’

“There are other things than 
money. What we’d won in 1970, 
when we got the contracts with 
growers in Delano and 
Coachella, was a right to human 
dignity. Simple things: clean 
paper cups to drink from instead 
of a rusty beer-can dipper, toilets 
in the fields, getting growers to 
remove workers from the fields 
when their helicopters spray 
pesticides, eliminating the hated 
and feared archaic third party — 
the labor contractor.” 

Cezar Chavez, leader of the 
United Farm Workers — in 
Boston for the first time in a year 
— was addressing represen- 
tatives of Massachusetts labor 
unions who met at an 8 a.m. 
breakfast- to back la Causa. 

Chavez had come to open a 
stepped-up New England con- 
sumer boycott of Gallo wines. 
Workers at the E. and J. Gallo 
Winery of Modesto, California, 
became represented by a 
Teamster union last year after 
having belonged to the UFW for 
the previous six years. 

Chavez also announced a 
critical grape and lettuce victory 
won with A&P stores in New 
England. After 17 months of 
picketing the chain’s 270 stores 
in this region, Chavez said, “‘and 
a lot of consumer support, A&P 
has made a ‘business decision’ to 
cooperate with us.’’ This 
development frees Virginia and 
Nick Rodrigues-Jones’ New 
England boycott staff to concen- 
trate its energies on the Gallo 
campaign. 

On this visit the leader of the 
farm labor movement emphasis- 
ed the struggle rural labor has 
encountered. At the labor 
breakfast and later in the day 
(Aug. 2) at Emmanuel Church, 
where he met with local clergy 
leaders, Chavez told supporters 
“Farm workers have had the 
longest and bloodiest fight, and 
we do not yet have a union.” 

Chavez said that after 11 years 
of organizing in the fields and 
orchards, the United Farm 
Workers Union / AFL-CIO had 
over 50,000 of its members under 
signed contracts on April 15, 
1973. 

“But nine hours after our 
Coachella grape contracts ex- 
pired on April 15, the growers 
signed their workers over to the 
Teamsters. They think of the 
workers as children and select a 
union for them.” Within three 
months the scene that was 
rehearsed in Coachella repeated 
itself on a mammoth scale to the 
north, in the huge corporate 
vineyards of Delano (Phoenix, 
May 22 and Aug. 28, 1973; Apr. 
2, 1974). By late July, 10,000 
members were picketing the 
orchards while thousands of 
others were seeking seasonal 
work elsewhere. 

Chavez described tactics used 
against the strikers from April 16 
to August 22, 1973, when the 
strike was broken. 

‘‘The growers used police 
helicopters,” he said. ‘“The noise 
and downdraft, just over the 


heads of strikers, terrified them.’ 


We left the fields for 48 hours to 
bury the two strikers who were 
murdered but within three hours 
of returning to the picket lines, 
they were shooting at us again 
after the funerals.” 

There are no massive picket 
lines in rural California this 
year, just smaller lines of 50-60 
strikers. For the most part, UFW 
now resorts to closed-car 
caravans to try to carry the strike 
message up and down the valley 
roads. ‘“‘We know they are in 
there waiting to shoot at us 
again,” explains Chavez. 

Thus, the farm workers’ leader 
came to New. England seeking 


the vigorous consumer backing 
on which his struggle is now 
more dependent than ever. His 
union is confident that a fast, 
concentrated Gallo boycott will 
win back the sweetheart contract 
from the Western Conference of 
Teamsters. The prediction is 
based on the product’s high 
visibility and its mostly youthful 
market. Several N.E. chain li- 


volunteers, receiving $5 a week 
with room and board. Workers 
pay 50¢ a day for the first child 
and 25¢ for each additional 
child, but there is no charge to a 
striking family. The staff — 
because of their low “salaries” — 
are not asked to pay for their 
children. 

“We try to get the children to 
come because day care is a way

In addition to picketing and 


promoting boycotts, the UFW is _ 


moving ahead with its other 
plans including the recent open- 
ing of its first California retire- 
ment village for farm workers. 
The first occupants are Filipinos, 
now in their 60’s and 70’s, former 
members of the earlier 
Agricultural Workers Organizing 
Committee (AFL-CIO) which 
actually began the grape strike 
in 1965 and joined with Chavez's 
Organizing Committee that 
year. 

The retirement home, a model 
for others UFW hopes to erect, 
was built with the Farmworkers’ 
Fund: under UFW’s contracts 
growers pay two cents into the 
fund for each carton of grapes 
workers pick. Called Agbayani 
Village in honor of a Filipino who 
died of a heart attack on a picket 
line seven years ago, the village 
was built by a collective of 22 
men and women at a cost of 
$250,000. (The Filipinos came to 
the U.S. in the ’20s as the third 
wave of Asian farm laborers, 
after the Chinese and Japanese.) 

Neither Agbayani nor future 
retirement villages will in any 
sense exist as isolated old folks’ 
homes; they are part of a design 
which includes health clinics 
and day care units. UFW’s Ser- 
vice Center staff plans to con- 
struct a day care facility 
alongside Agbayani Village on 
the “Forty Acres” service site the 
union acquired some years ago in 
Delano. It will be modeled after 
the day care service in La Paz 
and others UFW has in opera- 
tion. 

* * 

As he rested from the day’s 
meetings, late in the afternoon at 
the Boycott House in 
Dorchester, Chavez told the 
Phoenix about the day care unit 
at La Paz, which his first 
grandchild, Theresa, now four, 
attended. The day care staff, like 
all other UFW staff, are fulltime 


of helping children get in touch 
with life. 

children play ‘the 
boycott game’ and come in touch 
with their parents’ struggle. 
Boycott and strike become more 
than words to them.’’ One 
toddler, refusing to share a com- 
munal toy, may be threatened 
with ‘boycott’ by a small 
challenger. “Within a few days 
they understand a lot,”’ he said. 

« 

One of the most serious threats 
to farm workers and their 
children is from pesticide poison- 
ing. The phosphate-type 
pesticides (which replaced DDT) 
are cousins of the chemical war- 
fare nerve gas that killed 6,400 
sheep a few years ago when the 
substance drifted 45 miles from 
the Army’s Dugway Proving 
Grounds in Utah. In a 1967 test 
of 58 children by a rural doctor at 
the Salud Clinic in the Delano 
region, 27 youngsters were found 
to have absorbed toxic 
phosphate fumes. From infancy, 
in agricultural America 
throughout the pruning and 
harvesting seasons, youngsters 
are in continual contact with 
these poisons. Except where 
labor contracts have begun to 
protect workers’ health and safe- 
ty, entire families continually 
breathe the residues of deadly 
chemicals. ‘It is one thing to lose 
a contract but another to lose 
this kind of protection,” Chavez 
stresses. 

To meet the problems of oc- 
cupational health and safety and 
to give regular care, UFW has six 
full-time health clinics, two 
emergency strike clinics, and 
travelling nurses. One of 
Chavez’s activities while in 
Boston included a meeting with 
a group of doctors he hoped to in- 
terest in joining the California 
health staff. Recruiting staff 
means finding people dedicated 
enough to work for “volunteer 
wages.” In order for preventive 
medicine to take place, and to 
challenge years of deprivation, 
“The union looks for doctors who 
will talk with workers.”

For and About Women 


The Medium Is the Message | 


By Karen Lindsey 

When Jene Stamps and I 
started WBZ’s I Am Woman in 
the fall of 1972, there was only 
one other feminist radio show in 
the Boston area, WBUR’s /f A 
Woman Answers — and, move- 
ment communication being what 
it is, none of us knew about the 
others. Now, less than two years 
later, the feminist media have 
grown to include five radio shows 
and one tv show. Their formats, 
structures, and philosophy all 
differ considerably, but all of 
them serve the purpose of help- 
ing to convey what the move- 
ment is and does through media 
that more often than not distort 
and belittle us. None of the 
feminist shows has male guests 
or hosts; they feel, as one woman’ 
expressed it, that the media 
always portray women in 
relationship to men and that the 
feminist media need to affirm 
woman as a being independent 
of male definition. 

The Women’s Show, heard 
Monday nights on WBCN, has 


‘been both the most openly 


radical and most thoroughly 
collective of the programs. It 
began in October, 1973, and the 
number of women involved in 
putting it together has fluc- 
tuated: until recently there were 
about 15 women who taped, 
produced, moderated, and 
engineered the program. These 
women included mothers, 
welfare recipients, working 
women, lesbians, and what one 
member describes as 
“unemployment heavies,” and 
they have formed the Red Tape 
Collective. They rent a studio in 
Somerville, out of which they 
plan to teach women radio skills 
to be applied specifically to The 
Women’s Show, but which they 
will hopefully be able to take 
beyond its confines and into the 
general media. 

The politics of the Red Tape 
Collective are somewhat 
socialist, and they see it as essen- 
tial that women not see the 
women’s movement as existing 
in a vacuum. Says one of its 
members, “We are part of the 
overall struggle against op- 
pression.”” Their emphasis, 
therefore, is on those feminist ac- 
tivities that are also, or even 
primarily, part of other struggles 
— the Pewter Pot Restaurant 
Workers strike, the Farah Pants 
strike. They are less interested in 
what they see as middle-class 
feminist concerns, such as job 
discrimination the 
professions, though they 
recognize the legitimacy of these 
concerns. ‘‘We don’t see 
ourselves as doing NOW’s 
work,” says one of the members 
of Red Tape, ‘‘but we’re happy 
to see NOW doing it.” 

Recently WBCN has made 
some changes in its women’s 
programing. They have hired a 
feminist for their staff, Ann 
Bauer, as director of women’s 

aming, and have agreed to 
ire a woman from the Red Tape 
Collective as a consultant. The 
Women’s Show itself will be cut 
from an hour to a half hour; its 
format will be “tightened” but 
essentially unaltered. More 
emphasis on women’s news will 
be put into the 6 o’clock and 10 
o’clock newscasts and into the 
30-minute weekly community 
reports, and disc jockeys will 
play more: women’s music. It’s 
too early to make any judgments 
on the policy’s effectiveness, but 
if the station follows through on 
its commitment, the diffuse 
placement of women’s program- 
ing may well make up for the loss 
of a half hour of an excellent 
feminist show. 

The Majority Speaks, heard 
Wednesday nights on WTBS- 
FM between 6 and 7 o’clock, is 
the newest feminist program (it 
began on May 15). It too is 
produced on a collective basis, 
though its members have not yet 
formed a comfortable collective 
structure for themselves. The 
time slot was originally occupied 


by The NOW Hour, but when 
NOW was offered a program on 
WCAS, the space was taken over 
by a group of women who had 
been working on The NOW Hour 
but who were not all affiliated 
with NOW. This lack of affilia- 
tion is important to the women 
on the new show: they feel they 
can more easily reflect a diversi- 
ty of feminist experience and 
opinion if they are not connected 
to any one organization. 

In many ways their philosophy 
and structure are similar to those 
of the Red Tape women. They 
too are learning a diversity of 
radio skills, and are training 
other women in these skills. ““We 
need,”’ said one of the women, 
“to demystify the technology of 
radio.” Several of them have 
third-class FCC licenses, and 
two are going on to get their first- 
class licenses. Like the Red Tape 
Collective, they are trying to 
make tapes of their shows 
available to women, especially to 
those outside the large urban 
areas for whom access to the 
feminist media is more difficult.

nights between 8 and 9 o’clock, is 
the oldest of the feminist radio 
shows, and until recently has 
been markedly different from the 
others in that it has been totally 
non-collective. The engineering 
was done by the predominantly 
male WBUR engineering staff, 
and the program was produced 
and moderated by one woman, 
Jane Backner. She began the 
show when station manager Bon- 
nie Cronin, a feminist, ap- 
proached NOW and asked them 
to do a feminist radio show. Jane 
was one of the women in NOW 
who showed interest; at that 
time the organization felt it 
better not to be officially in- 
volved, and Jane took on the job 
herself. 

Very much an individualist 
and “not a very political per- 
son,” Jane nonetheless inter- 
viewed a variety of feminists 
over her two and a half years 
with the show, and its political 
impact was important. Fre- 
quently she had a guest host- 
producer (I worked on three 
shows with her last March). She 


The Majority Speaks collec- 
tive differs in two major ways 
from the Red Tape women’s. 
The first is technical: WBZ 
doesn’t do live programing, so all 
the Women’s Shows are taped in 
advance. There is more produc- 
tion leeway on WTBS, and the 
shows are sometimes live (in 
which case they may include 
listener call-ins), sometimes 
taped, sometimes a combina- 
tion. Like The Women’s Show, 
they use their structure to create 
diversified and sophisticated 
programing. Their other major 
difference is in political 
philosophy. Majority Speaks is 
largely undefined politically, 
though some of its women feel 
the need to lay down a political 
base. Most of them feel that they 
are, as one woman said, “less 
conservative than NOW,” but 
they still see themselves as closer 
to liberal than to radical, and 
there is no sense of that connec- 
tion with the left so evident 
among the Red Tape women. 

If A Woman Answers, the 
WBUR program heard Thursday 


made available to listeners a 
large range of feminist activity 
and theory, although toward the 
end, before she left the show (“I 
left because I’ve become too old 
and tired to fart around with 
volunteer work any more’’), she 
chose shows “‘because they’re fun 
for me.” 

When Jane Backner left the 
show, NOW decided it was time 
to become more actively and 
openly involved: it is currently 
produced “in cooperation with 
the National Organization for 
Women.” The station has agreed 
to have a woman engineer, 
Judith Messina, do the show, 
and the program’s functions 
have been divided: it is produced 
by Mimi Gresel and moderated 
by Jane Louiesdaughter. (“I 
would have to have a mother 
with a man’s name,’’ she 
laments about her feminist sur- 
name.) The format is remaining 
basically the same, with a few 
changes. The women’s calendar 
at the end will be paralleled by 
five minutes of women’s news at 
the beginning. The interview

and call-in format will remain, 
though NOW hopes to include 
some increased production work 
in future. As the new host 
emphasizes: “Jane Backner did 
a fine job, and we don’t want to 
lose what she developed. But 
we'll expand on it to include 
more NOW-oriented material — 
though essentially we want to 
cover the whole feminist com- 
munity.” 

I Am Woman, a half-hour 
show that is aired at the ungodly 
hour of 9:05 on Saturday mor- 
nings, has gone through a 
number of transitions in its near- 
ly two-year history. When Jene 
and I started it, we did so as part 
of Female Liberation, and tried 
to form a radio committee within 
it. We took our title from the 
song by Helen Reddy (it’s still 
the theme, and the show is vir- 
tually the only place you can 
hear the song in its original, 
hard-hitting, non-male- 
conciliatory version). Jene es- 
pecially strove for a strongly 
political perspective, and as long 
as it was part of Female Libera- 
tion that viewpoint to some ex- 
tent remained. But internal 
problems and lack of interest on 
the part of the organization 
made the show more and more 
autonomous, and by the time FL 
folded the connection was largely 
nominal. 

There were always problems in 
the early show. As part of Group 
W’s public-affairs programs for 
oa people, its FCC license 

been based on its relevance 
to teenage listeners. It seemed 
likely to Jene and me that most 
people listening at that hour 
were probably not teenagers, and 
we saw the program’s function as 
communicating feminism to all 
women. This made for clashes 
with the station. Our usual com- 
promise was to have whomever 
we wanted on and at some point 
in the show ask the guest how her 
subject related to teenagers. She 
would reply, “Lots of teenagers 
get raped,”’ or “Many teenagers 
are lesbians,’’ or ‘‘Most 
teenagers are concerned with job 
possibilities when they leave 
school.” Sometimes this worked; 
sometimes not. Occasionally 
over the next year the women 
who did the show would find an 
interested teenage woman to co- 
host a few shows, and now there 
is a teenager, Gemma Burns, on 
regularly. (To date, Gemma is 
also the only black woman 
regularly working on any of the 
feminist shows.) 

I talked with Marsha Della- 
Giustina, who is in the process of 
phasing herself out of J Am 
Woman, and Beatrice Taylor, 
who is now its regular host. Both 
are comfortable with the teenage 
format, although they too feel 
that they have non-teenage 
listeners. “We try to gear it 
toward teenagers but still keep it 
interesting to other women,” 
says Marsha. They see their 
basic function as consciousness- 
raising, and do not feel the show 
to reflect any political 
philosophy beyond a basic com- 
mitment to women. ‘“We’re not 
revolutionary at all,’’ says 
Beatrice. “If we have to define 
ourselves, I’d say we’re liberal. 
Hard-core politics turn off some: 
of our listeners.” A lot of their 
emphasis is on women breaking 
in to male-dominated careers. 
Since both Marsha and Beatrice 
are avid sports fans, they have 
done a number of shows on 
women in sports. 

When Now gave up The 
NOW Hour on WTBS, they 
moved to another station and 
took a new name. Open Doors is 
on WCAS-AM on Sunday mor- 
nings at 9:30. Unlike the old 
NOW Hour’s, its staff is com- 
posed of only NOW members; 
non-NOW members who worked 
with the old show are currently 
on Majority Speaks. Open Doors 
is run by one woman, Becky 
Marr, but there are other women

involved, and Becky hopes to see 
it become more of a group effort. 
They maintain a close 
relationship with Majority 
Speaks and tape their own 
program at the WTBS studio. It 
is a half-hour show, about ten 
minutes of which is devated to 
legislative reports and a feminist 
calendar; the rest of the time is 
divided among book reviews, 
music and interviews. 

Becky foresees doing short 
plays and poetry readings. She is 
intrigued by the technical 
aspects of radio and wants to ex- 
pe the possibilities of creative- 
ly expanding the show’s format. 
Open Doors’ politics, of course, 
reflect NOW’s; they are liberal, 
not radical, although Becky sees 
strong connections between 
women’s struggles and those of 
other groups. “You can’t always 
separate them,” she says. ‘For 
instance, some companies will 
hire one black woman and think 
they’ve satisfied their respon- 
sibilities to two ‘minorities’ — so 
both women and blacks are 
cheated. And poor women suffer 
most over the abortion problem: 
when it’s illegal, they’re the ones 
who can’t find competent doc- 
tors who'll break the law for 
enough money.” 

Although reflecting NOW’s 
politics and reporting NOW’s ac- 
tivities, the show will not confine 
its guests to members. “The 
community at large has a narrow 
image of women’s liberation,” 
says Becky, “and it’s important 
that we give them a large picture 
— showing women who are doing 
things in every aspect of life.” 
She said she would like to have

guests representing feminist 
organizations with different 
positions from NOW’s. 

In September 1973, the first 
(and to date only) feminist 
television show appeared on the 
Boston scene. Channel 5’s Your 
Place and Mine is on between 
12:30 and 1 p.m. on Sunday — 
hardly prime time, but to judge 
from viewer response, it seems to 
reach a lot of people. Its struc- 
ture is traditionally hierarchical, — 
though all the women involved 
contribute input to the show. 
Eunice West, the head of the 
women’s department, produces 
the program and makes final 
decisions; Sheila Simollaries is 
the director; and Emily 
Culpepper moderates. The for- 
mat is fairly standard: each week 
Emily interviews women, 
generally three (‘two isn’t 
enough, and four usually crowds 
it,” she explains) about an area 
of interest to women while an 
audience of women listens and, 
in the third section of the show, 
comments. 


Infrequently, this format is 
varied (when poet Robin Morgan 
was in town they interviewed her 
separately, then had three 
Boston feminists discuss her 
work and the concept of feminist 
culture). Upcoming shows will 
include brief profiles of local 
feminist activists. They work on 
a predictably low budget, which 
limits the extent to which they 
can vary their format. They 
always use some visuals and 
music to accompany their topics, 
but often have trouble finding 
what’s appropriate. “There’s 
disappointingly little visual 
material made by and for 
women,’ complains Eunice. 
“We have to create most of our 
visuals ourselves.” “It’s even 
worse with music,” says Carol 
Dine, former assistant producer 
of the show. “It’s all so damned 
sexist.” Adds Eunice: “When 
women sing, they’re always sing- 
ing to men.” Like the radio show 
producers, they strive to encom- 
pass a variety of topics, from 
women’s culture to abortion and 
sexuality, from economic oppres- 
sion to the psychological 
problems of middle-aged 
women. The station has become 
aware of the show’s growing pop- 
ularity, and this has had a result 
that is at once positive and 
negative. Public service adver- 
tising has been partly replaced 
by commercials. The women are 
glad for the increase in prestige 
this change represents, but for a 
viewer its effect can be bizarre: a 
discussion on female self-image 
is interrupted by a cut to a dis- 
tressed women being informed 
by a patronizing male voice that 
she can instantly become slim 
and sexy if she follows his advice 
.... The women accept such 
commercials in the hope that 
they'll eventually get a better 
time slot. 

There have been attempts 
made recently by some of the 
women on the shows to get 
together and establish a regular 
system of contact and exchange. 
So far not much has come of it, 
but WBCN’s Ann Bauer is trying 
to organize such a meeting. 
regular interchange of ideas, ex- 
perience and information would 
be an invaluable step toward the 
creation of cohesive and influen- 
tial feminist media in Boston.

Court Clouds BRA Issue |

Two weeks ago the Phoenix 
reported on apparent political 
influence in the dispensing of 
lucrative urban renewal 
developers’ rights on the Boston 
waterfront. Since then an un- 
usual pair of conflicting opinions 
from a federal judge has dealt 
with the issue and appears to 
have opened the door for new 
legal action against the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority’s 
awards of 18 historic Commer- 
cial St. properties to persons 
from the North End and Water- 
front. 

Each former warehouse, to be 
sold by the city for $3000, is 
expected to be worth some 
$200,000 following renovation 
into townhouse luxury 
‘apartments. Original urban 
renewal plans called for the 
buildings to help ease a housing 
squeeze in the area for moderate- 
income families unable to buy 
other homes. 

Two days after the Phoenix in- 
vestigation saw the print (July 
30), Federal Judge Manuel Real 
seemed to dismiss completely a 
suit brought against the BRA by 
a waterfront resident who claim- 
ed that political patronage had 
unjustly denied him rights to 


rehabilitate one of the Commer- 
cial Street structures and, in the 
process, had subverted the urban 
renewal plan. 

But last week, after stories had 
appeared in both the Phoenix 
and the Globe, Real took the un- 
usual step of delivering ad- 
ditional comments on the case. 
Though stopping short of chang- 
ing his order, he did note that 
“the BRA is reminded that even 
the appearance of impropriety 
should be avoided in the execu- 
tion of the public trust.” 

Waterfront residents say they 
plan a new court appeal because 
of questions raised by this state- 
ment. 

The development rights were 
awarded to persons linked to 
Mayor Kevin White’s personal 
staff and a number of persons 
connected to the Democratic 
party organization and city and 
state politics. Many already 
owned homes and some 
appeared not to live in the North 
End or Waterfront, contrary to 
previous court order. 

Judge Real chided the BRA for 
insensitivity to citizens’ ideas in 
its overall handling of the $200 
million waterfront renewal 
scheme, of which the 18

dition to visiting the members of 
Congress, we have left with each 
of them the name of an in- 
dividual political prisoner in 
Thieu’s American-built prisons. 
We have asked that each 
Congressperson look into the 
plight of that one prisoner. 


When the cease-fire agreement 
was signed, Thieu released a few 
hundred political prisoners. 
Since then, Thieu claims there 
are no political prisoners left. It 
appears that many formerly 
political prisoners have simply 
been re-classified as common 
criminals. But people working in 
Vietnam have reported that oc- 
casionally prisoners are released 
when high government officials 
from America make inquiries 


about them. 

I ended up fasting the whole 
time I was part of the project — 
just one week. The third day was 
very hard, then I felt good the 
rest of the time and was able to 
work long hard hours. 

When we gathered for the last 
evaluation we realized that our 
experiences had been very 
similar, and indeed had been 
similar to others through the 
summer. For me, it was taking a 


week out of my life, giving up a 
few cherished habits. Food and 
jeans mostly. I even wore a bra 
all week. And dresses.

In the local prison 
she was so tortured that she 
vomited blood and was moved to 
the hospital.

Chi Nguyen Thi Kheo is one of 
an estimated 200,000 political 
prisoners in South Vietnam. 
Some estimates are that as many 
as 50 percent of these prisoners 
are women. 

In the context of my week in 
Washington, the Tiger Cage 
became my refuge. On the third 
day of my fast, when I felt sick, I 
rested in its shade. After the 
frustration of visiting members 
of Congress, I would go and sit in 
the cage and wonder what it 
would take to enable all of my 
sisters to think of a Tiger Cage as 
a refuge from a hot day.

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Rod Laver: Sittin’ On Top of the World

BRETTON WOODS, N.H. — 
Each afternoon the teacher 
walks up the hill towards the 
Mount Washington Hotel, mov- 
ing from one summer school 
classroom to another. The first 
instruction usually takes place in 
the morning, on the ten hotel 
clay courts reserved for the 
guests; patiently, he explains 
how to hit a tennis ball with 
proper form, distance and direc- 
tion to an attentive — and 
monied — group of novices with 
terminal bent-elbow and ter- 
minal tan. Then, about 2 o’clock 
that same afternoon, the teacher 
does pretty much the same thing 
on the hotel’s stadium court for 
some young buck professional 
player in the $50,000 Volvo Inter- 
national Tennis Tournament. 
The teacher’s name? Laver. 

The Volvo Tournament just 
happens to fall on one of the 
Laver-Emerson Tennis Weeks 
that Rodney George Laver runs 
with old Aussie compatriot Roy 
Emerson, so Laver decided to get 
in a little rare tournament tennis 
between golf, fishing and falling 
off his bicycle. He hadn’t played 
competitively since he won the 
$30,000 first prize and an 
“unreal” brown Mercedes at the 
Alan King Classic in Las Vegas. 
After the Volvo, he won’t play 
another tournament until 
January, when the WCT season 
begins in Philadelphia. 

So while Laver could have 
called in his scores — 6-4, 6-3, 
then 6-1, 6-0 — for his opening 
round matches against a couple 
of nervous blokes named John 
Lloyd and Mike Powers, one a 
semi-lame Englishman and the 
other an ex-Brown hockey 
player, people were packing the 
hill with its unique view above 
stadium court to watch. Rod 
Laver was putting a wrap on 
1974, and every tennis fan in the 


area wanted to catch one last 
glimpse. Although the tourna-’ 


ment showed signs of becoming a 
“Bob and Maggie Amritraj In- 
vitational” with the Amritraj 
parents on hand to watch sons 
Vijay and Anand both make the 
quarterfinals (younger son Ashok 
lost in the first round to Powers), 
both shows of the week — the 
clinic and thé tournament — 
belonged to Laver. 

“I’ve played so much tennis,” 
the Rocket Man said, “that I just 
prefer to have a break and come 
back fresh for next year. J pick 
and choose now. It used to be 
just the reverse before. They 
always told me when and where 
to play. Now I come back when I 
want to and finish when I want 
to. And I play better that way.” 

It is difficult to argue with the 
Laver logic, which as far as this 
year goes is as precise as his 
bullet groundstrokes. He has 
won four 1974 tournaments in 
addition to the King: the 
$100,000 opener in Philly, Palm 
Desert, Tokyo, and Houston. 
The last three were WCT Green 
— “Yo-Yo’’ — Group tour- 
naments, and they came con- 
secutively. He also had the 
longest winning streak of the 
WCT season, 17 matches in 
March and April, which includ- 
ed the three wins in a row. His 
prize money, as usual, was in ex- 
cess of $100,000. 

“It was my decision not to 
play,’ he states quickly when 
asked about it. “Just something 
I decided. I just don’t feel keen 
enough to finish out the year.” 

This is not going to make at 
least three directors of tour- 
naments he had planned to play 
— Ed Hickey (Longwood), Don 
Fontana (Canadian Open) and 
Bill Talbert (Forest Hills) — go 
giddy with delight. But when 
Laver is asked if anything, like a

spectacular winning week at 
Bretton Woods, might change 
his mind, his eyes narrow down 
as though he’s serving a match 
point. 

“There won’t be any change of 
mind,”’’ he says with Laver 
laconism. 

The records of perhaps the 
greatest player of them all, of 
course, have become scripture 
for true tennis aficionados: he is 
the only man ever to win the 
Grand Slam of tennis 


(Australian, French, Wimbledon - 


and US Open championships in 
the same year) twice (in 1962 as 
an amateur and 1969 as a pro); 
he has won Australia three 
times, Wimbledon four times, 
and has been the United States 
pro champion five times; in 
1961-62-68-69-70 at Wimbledon 
(he was ineligible from 1963-67 
because he was a pro) he had a 
consecutive match string of 31; 
he became tennis’s first million 
dollar winner, and holds the

of $289,841 in 1971; he has 
played on five victorious 
Australian Davis Cup teams, 
and has a personal singles record 
of 8-2. Et cetera, et cetera, et 
cetera. The little man with a left 
arm that resembles a billy club 
has nothing left to prove. 

So it bothers him not all to 
skip Wimbledon this year, then 
watch his eternal adversary, 
Kenny Rosewall, make the 
finals. It bothers him even less to 
miss the other biggie, Forest 
Hills. Last year he went to Forest 
Hills, rusty after a layoff like this 
year’s, and lost in the second 
round for the second time of the 
summer to Vijay, who’d beaten 
him in a previous Volvo tourney. 


“Wimbledon?” he says, with 
just the slightest tinge of 
bitterness. “I’m glad not to be 
there. It doesn’t worry me. They 
kept me out from 63 to ’67 [the 
pro ban] and 1972 [WCT ban] 
and 1973 [the ATP strike]. I 
don’t need that.” 


He is of that breed of man who 
has earned the right to choose his 
own reward for his life’s labors. 
He first picked up a tennis 
racket over 30 years ago in 
Rockhampton, Queensland, 
Australia, and that wooden 


‘racket no longer can, or must, 


dominate his life. He prefers to 
play his sport over less than half 
the year, spending the rest of the 
time with wife Mary and their 
child, Rick Rodney, who will be 
five years old in September. It is 
a tribute to his genius in this, his 
36th year (his birthday was 
Friday), that he has maintained 
a level of performance which 
enables him to win almost every 
other tournament he decides to 
play. And it is still as wonderful 
a show as ever. 


He is still hitting out after im- 
possible gets, still aceing when 
he needs the big point, still 
uttering throaty growls in his 
Aussie bass after every miss. 
When he says to himself after a 
bad shot, just loud enough for 
those close to the court to hear, 
“Oh, lovely, Rodney,”’ it is still 
the funniest on-court line in the 
world. 


And Laver seems to enjoy the 
entire clinic scene, joking with 
his disciples, posing for pictures, 
sheepishly explaining to them 
that the cuts on his nose and face 
came from a fall off his 10-speed.

Nixon’s Resign

NEWPORT, R.I. — I first met 
Dick Nixon in the spring of 1954. 
Somewhere in my family’s photo 
album there exists a picture of a 
skinny kid with a pate resembl- 
ing the posterior of a plucked 
rooster, which, I am told, was 
(is) me, shaking hands with 
Eisenhower’s Vice President. 
Nixon was on hand, in the 
presence of innumerable Chinese 
dignitaries, at a ground-breaking 
ceremony for a new college on 
Formosa (then referred to, in- 
veterately, only as “Free China’”’; 
the current officialese — 
“Taiwan” — was very much 
frowned upon, considered, in 
fact, to be the province of lef- 
tists, communists, neo-Tojoists, 
and ‘Taiwanese nationalists,’ 
people you don’t hear much 
about any more for the very sim- 
ple reason that most of them 
happen to be dead), and you 
really have to be a nostalgia buff 
to remember that only 20 years 
ago it was considered a major 
coup in the area of international 
public relations when the 
government of this country dis- 
patched Richard Nixon to 
another nation as its “goodwill 
ambassador.” 

Twenty years later, I honestly 
can’t recall whether I was play-. 
ing hooky or was there at the 
pleasure of my tutors, the Sisters 
of Providence, and, quite unsur- 
prisingly, I can’t remember a 
word of Nixon’s speech that day. 
But in that same album there is 
a picture of my brother Rocky 
sitting in Nixon’s lap (with an 
indulgently smiling Pat in the 
adjoining chair), and it does oc- 
cur to me that Rocky, at the age 
of four, set my father’s military 
career back several giant steps 
by candidly revealing, in 
response to the Vice President’s 
question, that the reason my dad 
was the only American officer on 
the whole damned island not 
present for the immortal occa- 
sion was that he was at home, 
asleep, with a hangover which I 
presume to have been very much 
like the one I have this morning. 

Of that afternoon one other 
fact is indelibly etched in my 
memory. I recall that upon being 
introduced to the Vice President 
I quickly learned that he had 
very bad breath. 

**“* * 

If someone is wondering just 
what in God’s name all this has 
to do with sports, I can only 
answer: nothing. And 
everything. I can only reply that 
for the first time in at least seven 
years I could not on this Friday 
morning tell you the score of last 
night’s Red Sox game. I don’t 
even know who won the damn 
thing. And, on this particular 
morning, I really don’t even care. 
The bastard is gone. 

At dawn this morning the 
Coast Guard Academy’s 
magnificent training vessel 


Eagle sailed by on her way into 
the harbor, and I noticed that 
the colors were not, contrary to 
speculation, flying at half-staff. 
Shortly thereafter the entire 
crew of France, who are staying 
just around the cove at Castle 
Hill, jogged past on their mor- 
ning training run. They smiled 
and waved as they passed 
through the yard, perhaps vin- 
dictively, I thought at first, as 
though they had just beaten 
Courageous (which, in fact, they 
had the day before, wheeling 
about to provoke a tacking duel 
all the way out of the harbor 
despite the America’s Cup 
prohibition against boats from 
different countries racing one 
another before the series is un- 
derway for real), until I realized 
that a mob of sailors from a 
country whose citizens common- 
ly (a) harbor the arrogant 
presumption that they are the 
only civilized nation on earth 
while simultaneously (b) going 
through more leaders in 30 years 
than Costa Rica, El Salvador, 
and Chile combined, and who 
(c) universally manifest a deep- 
set aversion to running water, 
could not possibly comprehend 
the import of what has — and 
has not — happened. 

I spent the better part of last 


Thursday in the company of 
several America’s Cup crews; at 
least on the American boats, the 
attitude toward the impending 
announcement was little short of 
unrestrained glee. (The Learned 
Counsel Francis Conley, very 
much attuned to the nuances of 
both politics and yachting peo- 
ple, maintains that the reaction 
was predictable: ‘““These people 
are all Republicans and they all 
voted for Nixon. But when it 
comes down to a decision 
between politics and the stock 
market they won’t bat an eye.’’) 

That night from the bar at the 
Newport Yacht Club in the 
presence of the very people who 
had elected the man to begin 
with, I watched him throw in the 
towel. (I would dearly love to get 
a line on how much money from 
this town wound up in the hands 
of the Committee to Re-Elect the 
President; I cannot help feeling 
that even today my rent, or some 
substantial portion thereof, is 
being used to defray the cost of a 
two-year-old loan to Maurice 
Stans.) 

There were, I will concede, two 
ladies — both well on the far side 
of the generation gap — who 
maintained that “the President 
had been railroaded” — by his 
own lawyer, yet. And there was 


an elderly gentleman who main- 
tained that it was ‘‘a sad time for 
our country.” But, on balance, 
we might as well have been 
watching Blazing Saddles. The 
reaction was one of unabashed 
joy. And relief. 

But after days of trying to 
determine in print whether the 
renaissance of Juan Marichal 
will really make the difference 
for the Red Sox and whether 
Rick Wise secretly carries the 
first name “Wilfred,” whether 
the NFL players’ strike is ever 
going to be resolved and how, 
whether Corporal Marr and the 
Patriots will ever own up to pad- 
ding their attendance figures a la 
the Philadelphia Bell, it all 
seems rather inconsequential. 
Sort of like a conversation with a 
stone wall. Or a Frenchman. 

No, what seems significant to- 
day is the very elementary fact 
that, despite its horrendous 
wrongs and transgressions and, 
sometimes, seemingly innate 
putrefaction, this country has 
somehow survived for 200 years 
without once before finding itself 
in the hands of a man so out- 
rageously corrupt that its people 
have been forced to drive him 
from office. It should be, as the 


man at the Yacht Club said, a 
“sad time for our country,” but I 
couldn’t help feeling last night 
— in the midst of a “resignation 
Party” Dan Prentiss threw at his 
bar, The Salt — very fortunate. 
That I felt more fortunate still 
this morning goes without say- 
ing; those Frenchmen running 
through the yard could not 
possibly appreciate how for- 
tiutous it might have been that 


somebody, as I assume, had the 


foresight to summon that 
sergeant who carries “the foot- 
ball” around and to remove him 
from Nixon’s presence while the 
latter had 14 _ post- 
announcement hours to mull 
over his decision. 

Some day I'll be telling my 
kids about it and I'll laugh out 
loud when I remember that I was 
in the press box at Shea Stadium 
when Spiro Agnew resigned on 
the message board, and that I 
was in the Newport Yacht Club 
when Richard Nixon quit. But 
right now, on Friday morning, I 
find it hard to laugh. All I can 
say is, ‘Whew! Le Roi est mort.” 
— Nixon is no longer Presi- 

ent. 

I bet his 
breath still stinks.

Cliff Walk in Newport never fails to be 
an exhilarating experience. No doubt 
the disciples of Pop Art, inflatable fur- 
niture, and Mies van der Rohe (in fact of 
anything aggressively modern) will dis- 
agree, and probably indignantly, for 
here — thumbing its nose at the world 
— is a town that insists on remaining 
graciously but unapologetically rooted 
in La Belle Epoque. Yet exhilarate it 
does, for what makes Newport such an 
extravagant outing is its collection of 
superbly overripe, turn-of-the-century 
villas that dot the seashore and, from 
behind ornamental ironwork, glare back 
at ogling tourists. Here, every summer, 
coal kings and lumber barons posed at 
being Renaissance princes and Baroque 
potentates in homes they cheerfully 
described, with a delirious sense of the 
absurd, as their ‘summer cottages,” a 
jumble of French chateaux, Genoese 
palazzi, and pseudo-Trianons 
guaranteed to warm the heart of the 
wildest eclectic. 

Happily, what occurred within was 
usually a match for the architecture. 
Witness the housewarming at “The 
Elms” in 1901, for which the Berwinds 
employed, besides three orchestras (one 
Hungarian), an army of trained 
monkeys, giving them the run of the 
lawn! Eat your heart out, Louis 
Quatorze. Alas, such inventive 
shenanigans have long since been cut 
short by the IRS guillotine, and now 
only the lacquered and ormolued 
“hideaways” remain as testimony to 
Newport’s Gilded Age. 

Still, the unreconstructed revivalist 
need not despair. Every summer, for an 
all too brief ten days, Newport’s 19th- 
century legacy gets a thorough dusting- 
off in one of the most madcap music 
festivals ever devised, a melodious ex- 
cursion into the realm of long-forgotten 
vocal, instrumental, and chamber music 
salvaged from the Romantic era. In 
some 27 hectic concerts (usually three a 
day), festival audiences have a chance to 
discover names and to listen to works 
that ordinarily would be doomed to the 
re dustbin of history. Moreover, all events 
iF make their home at one or another of the 
town’s fabulous mansions, an altogether 
appropriate choice, since those bravura 
interiors frequently echo the kind. of 
music being played. Lurching from one 


. question one’s musical sanity, par- 
ticularly when the composers have 
names like Ethelbert Nevin and August 
Klughardt, yet in Newport’s mellow at- 
mosphere it all seems to make perfect 
sense. 

For what never ceases to be amazing 
about this festival is the high quality of 
the works unearthed. General director 
Glen Sauls and researcher John 
Stranack seem to have an uncanny 
ability to nose out memorable curiosa. 
Who, for instance, would have guessed 
that Rudolf Friml, Vernon Duke (who, 
in the ’30s, as Vladimir Dukelsky, com- 
posed three symphonies for 
Koussevitsky’s BSO), George Gershwin 
and Sigmund Romberg all wrote 
chamber music? Yet there it was on the 

: festival’s opening night program, 
alluringly entitled ‘““The Other Side of 

Broadway.” Most of us forget that these

could spin out a fugue as well as a pop 
song, though probably uncomfortably. 
Romberg’s piano quintet, a world 
premiere performed from the 
manuscript, revealed a Schubertian 
turn of mind not above stealing its open- 
ing theme from Franz’s B-flat trio. A 
concertino for clarinet, on the other 
hand, was all insinuating, jazzy syn- 
copations, and most stylishly played by 
Allen Blustine. Will they replace The

Desert Séng? Unlikely, and yet New- 
port’s performers, mostly drawn from 
the Met’s orchestra, were obviously en- 
tranced with their work. 

As on opening night, most of the con- 
certs revolve around some special 
theme, and next day at Marble House it, 


“was“'Yankee Doodle’s” turn. Here. the 


ubiquitous little trifle cropped up in a 
number of curious guises — in the finale 
of Bernard Sekles’s acidic trio, as a set of 
Lisztian variations for piano (by Anton 
Rubinstein) full of heaven-storming 
rhetoric, and finally woven into the pop- 
tune fabric of Charles Ives’s TSIAJ 
(“This Scherzo is a Joke’’) piano trio 
movement. This was the festival at its 
most ingenious, with the three soloists 
— violinist Toni Rapport, pianist 
Thomas Hrynkiv, cellist | Leshek 
Zawistowski — slyly pinpointing the 
laughs. 

Then of course no Newport Festival 
would be complete without the utterly 
abstruse in opera. At this point some 
audiences might begin to think a bit 
wistfully of, say, Puccini — but not 
Newport. A packed house at “The 
Breakers” on the festival’s third night 
greeted, rapturously, a double-bill of 
Catalani’s La Falce and Les Valets 
Modeles by the Offenbachic Georges 
Douay. Now almost completely 
forgotten, Alfredo Catalani was once 
considered the red-hot hope of Italian 
opera after Verdi, until he inconvenient- 
ly died at 39. His opera, hardly more 
than an extended love duet, concerns an 
Arab girl calling on death but finding a 
lover instead. Musically it was nothing 
more than one long crescendo leading up 
to the inevitable and final high C. 

Douay’s cynical little operetta cleared 
the palate after so much slush. Douay 
wrote for the Theatre des Varietes in 
Paris, where his farces usually shared 
the bill with a dancing dog in a tutu. 
With that kind of competition, you’ve 
got to be clever, and Les Valets Modeles 
bubbles over with an exuberance quite 
undated today. The plot? Two servants, 
boy and girl, are asked to pose en 
costume for their masters’ portraits;: 
mistaken identities, dreams of fortune, 
naughty innuendo, love and a final can- 
can tie it all up with mad merriment. 
This indeed was a find. 

Now that the Festival is over, New- 
port is again subsiding into gilded som- 
nolence. But make no mistake: 
somewhere Messrs. Sauls and Stranack 
are already rifling attics and despoiling 
libraries, in an effort to find fresh 
delights for next season. 
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My Heart Belongs. to Duddy

I enjoyed The Apprenticeship 
of Duddy Kravitz immensely 
and expect anyone else would 
feel the same. But being a born

qualified for this line of work, I 
can’t help citing the film’s major 
flaw before ticking off its 
numerous assets. Although Dud- 
dy Kravitz is primarily a com- 
edy, at times it becomes a com- 
edy with a conscience, whose 
serious moments only make for 
improbability and trouble. What 
a pity: there are few things more 
worthwhile than a good laugh 
these days. 

If Duddy exists at all he is 
probably around 40 by now, with 
an Anglicized name, perfect tan, 
buxom wife and large hacienda 
in Beverly Hills. But at the time 
of the film he is just an up-and-

farfetched scheme after another assures him) to make art films 


as he pursues some north-of-the- 
border version of the American 
Dream. The funniest sequences 
have him working as a waiter in 
a Catskills-type resort and 
latching onto a drunken 
Hollywood director (‘‘well, I 
don’t know a camera lens from a 


commemorating weddings and 
bar mitzvahs around town. The 
one such film-within-the-film 
that we see (“this is the story of 
one Hebrew babe, and how at 
age 13 he was accepted as an 
adult member of his tribe’’) is 
the picture’s most uproarious 


episode. 

Duddy, the greedy young 
hustler, is just one of many 
Jewish stereotypes scattered 
throughout the film. Duddy’s 
older brother runs around with 
goyim, is learning to drink and is 
clearly ashamed of his origins. 
Duddy’s grandpa is a simple 
peasant full of simple lessons 
(‘‘A man without land is 


nobody,” he tells Duddy while 
nursing a tomato seedling on his 
own humble plot of earth). There 
are also snotty young Jews, gar- 
ish older ones, and even a 
treacherous Jewish princess to 
lead Duddy astray. Kravitz 
himself is easily the most 
likeable of the bunch, and his ex- 
ploits are so outrageous that, 


greed or no greed, we tend to be

on his side. If somebody has to 
get rich, he seems far more deser- 
ving of material rewards than 
any of the equally avaricious but 
far less shrewd types he amiably 
swindles. 

Unfortunately for the film’s 
enormous comic potential, both 
director Kotcheff and 
screenwriter Richler feel obliged 
to do justice to the blacker side 
of Duddy’s ambition. So his 
greed is made directly responsi- 
ble for the crippling of a friend, 
and Duddy is then shown 
(several times, when once would 
have been enough) to be in- 
capable of facing the conse- 
quences of his crime. Instead of 
caring for his friend, he dreams 
of founding Kravitzville, and as 
the film ends he is slightly older 
but not the least bit wiser. True, 
characters in comedies don’t 
necessarily have to change. But 
if they aren’t going to face up to 
their shortcomings, we shouldn’t 
be expected to either. 

Richard Dreyfuss is a 
superlative Kravitz most of the 
time, never letting the character 
deteriorate into the caricature he 
might have become. Dreyfuss’s 
routines haven’t changed much 
from American Graffiti 
(although anyone who deems 
him a limited actor ought to see 
his Baby Face Nelson in 
Dillinger), but Kravitz gives him 
slightly more scope, and lets him 
be either hammy (Dreyfuss does 
a better nervous-tic routine than 
any young actor I know of) or 
economical, with his mood 
usually well-matched to the mo- 
ment. At one point, when Duddy 
has lost all his savings to a rigged 


roulette wheel, Dreyfuss simply. 


rushes outside to retch, and by 
the next scene he’s back in ac- 
tion again. His grief is simple 
and abrupt; the picture works 
best at such times. 


‘ Duddy Kravitz isn’t a 
character one needs to unders- 
tand to like, and he’s so 
perversely innocent that we 
don’t really want to disapprove 
of him even when the screenplay 
insists we should. Duddy grew 
up with a pimp for a father, a 
mother who died young, a Jew’s 
presumable sense of displace- 
ment, and a lot of other reasons 
for being an opportunist. But 
nobody who’s ever seen The 
Producers has (as far as I know) 
fretted over Zero Mostel’s greed 
and pondered his motivation 
while “Springtime For Hitler” 
was going on. I’m sure Duddy 
Kravitz’s audiences will 
recognize ‘Happy Bar Mitzvah, 
Bernie” for the “Springtime”’- 
caliber gem it is and Duddy for 
the delightful philistine he 
remains from beginning to end, 
despite the film’s fruitless efforts 
to lend him depth or meaning.

S*P*Y*S (forgive me if I drop 
the asterisks from now on) is 
lighter than June frost. It has no 
story, no characters, no sex, 
hardly any violence, and, at the 
risk of belaboring the obvious, no 
purpose. It does have the per- 
sonalities of Elliot Gould and 
Donald Sutherland. If you like 
them, you’ll like it. If you don’t, 
you won’t. 

SPYS follows the old I Spy for- 
mula. Sutherland plays the 
patriotic straight-arrow agent; 
Gould is the cynical realist. The 
dynamic duo meet in a Parisian 
pissoir that self-destructs after 

‘they leave. From there they try 

to get a Russian gymnast to 
defect by offering him a date 
with Linda Lovelace. They botch 
the job and, upon returning 
home, their apartment blows up. 
Gould convinces a shocked 
Sutherland that their bosses are 
out to kill them. So is the KGB. 
So are the Chinese. The rest is 
run, duck, and hide until the 
denouement, which has them 
soft-shoeing down an endless 
road singing “Side by Side.” 

Some bits are funny, some are 

not, but what is annoying to me 
is that Gould and Sutherland are 
still doing their M*A*S*H 
shtick. But SPYS lacks 
M*A*S*H’s mordant wit, so 
their unrufiled cool becomes 
pointless. Like Narcissus, Gould 
and Sutherland are enthralled 
by their own composite image. 
Narcissus wasted away and died. 
So will Gould and Sutherland 
unless they change their act.

The fable is facile and sen- 
timental. When their boat cap- 
sizes back in 1896, three 
“civilized” whalers are rescued 
and adopted by innocent 
Eskimos, whose culture the in- 
grates proceed to disrupt. 
“Dance for your soul, you fallen 
angel,”’ a drunken Warren Oates 
shouts at a native, and the irony 
is much too heavy-handed. It’s 
Western Civ that’s supposed to 
be fallen, while the primitive 
life, if rough, is pre-lapsarian. 
There’s not one bad Eskimo in 
the film. If you ignore its 
sophomoric romanticism, 
however, The White Dawn is im- 
mensely interesting.

Island, The White Dawn records

Sack Theatres have informed 
us that last week’s article on 
Animal Crackers contained a 
factual error with regard to the 
ticket price: it’s $2.50 daytimes 
and $3.00 at night, never $3.50 
as reported.

in fascinating detail the ways of 
the Eskimos, who easily steal the 
show from the three principals. 
We see them harpooning 
walruses, spearing seals under 
the ice, slaying a polar bear (the 
snow is frequently blood- 
stained),chewing blubber, swap- 
ping wives, wildly celebrating 
the erection of a communal igloo, 
performing magic; the film is a 
superb documentary. When an 
Eskimo kills a seal, he melts 
snow in his mouth and spits it 
into the carcass’s maw. The 
spirit of the seal, the subtitles 
explain (all the Eskimos speak 
their own tongue), will be 
grateful for the drink of fresh 
water and tell other seals to 
come this way. What could 
Timothy Bottoms possibly do to 
top that? 

As The White Dawn focuses on 
Eskimo culture it develops a far 
more valuable contrast between 
their life and ours than any good- 
bad dichotomy. Because survival 
is so difficult in such a harsh 
(albeit beautiful) land, Eskimos 
must depend on each other. 
Cooperation and generosity are 
absolute imperatives. Thus, 
when Bottoms bags a gaggle of 
snow geese he is insulted that the 
tribe initially denies him a part 
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attempt to imitate the noises

of the catch. He must learn that 
one hunts for others, not for 
oneself. The whalers, true 
children of capitalism, are in 
total disarray. Each is out for 
himself, and this is their un- 
doing. Their lack of community 
also manifests itself sexually. 
The polygamous Eskimos share 
their wives out of friendship, but 
when Oates discovers Lou 


Gossett under a seal skin with a 
couple of “his’”’ loaned women, 
he goes into a rage and draws a 
knife. Bottoms, on the other 
hand, wants to bind an Eskimo 
lass to a conventionally 
bourgeois arrangement. 

As a black Cape Verdean, Lou 
Gossett is the most engaging of 
the trio of whalers, especially 
during the humorous episodes. 


of a locomotive will amuse movie 
audiences as much as it does the 
uncomprehending crowd in the 
igloo. Oates is hampered by a 
stereotypical part as a salty son 
of a bitch, and Bottoms is too 
predictably a “sensitive” good- 
looking kid. But the film really 
belongs to the Eskimos, on 
whom the camera lingers, with 
good reason. Particularly moving 
is the contrast between the fresh, 
fat, and smooth visages of the 
young and the cracked, wrinkled 
weather-beaten faces of the old. 
Life tells on these people. 
Cinematographer Michael 
Chapman has wisely resisted the 
temptation to prettify the 
landscape. The picture-postcard 


=shots are remarkably few, and 


most of the film is a study in 


‘browns and grays. The film 


alternates between warm dark 
interiors (igloos are hardly well- 
lit) that are confined but cozy, 
and ominous, bleak, open ex- 
teriors. Many of the outside 
scenes are shot from a foot or two 
above the ground, as if from a 
husky’s point of view, and the 
effect is to root the Eskimos 
firmly in the unkind land they 
cannot escape. The White Dawn 
shows how the Eskimos cope 
with and even overcome this for- 
bidding environment, and in so 
doing it casts light on why we 
have failed to do the same under 
more favorable conditions.

It wasn’t that David Crosby, 
Stephen Stills, Graham Nash 
and Neil Young performed bad- 
ly. In fact, they sang almost 
flawlessly, the harmonies that 
had eluded them onstage four 
years ago having been whipped 
into delicate sonic souffles and 
their musicianship during the 
electric portions of the program, 
though problematic, was very 
much in the service of an ensem- 
ble sound. Further, it wasn’t just 
that they played for three hours, 
testing the patience or even their 
least critical, most frenzied 
followers. It was, primarily, that 
they played in an uncomfor- 
table, smoky sweatbox called the 
Boston Garden, an edifice that, 
had it been specifically designed 
for the purpose, couldn’t have 
defeated the spirit of their music 
more thoroughly than it did last 
Monday evening. 

Some groups are made for the 
Garden: not just high-presence 
bands like the Stones and the 
Who, but circus acts like Alice 
Cooper and Jethro Tull and 
heavy metalists like Led 
Zeppelin and Grand Funk. For 
almost any Garden event, the 
audience, looking like extras 
from Ben Hur, comes to witness 
spectacle, to see and hear 
musicians do gladiators’ combat 
with their eardrums. They have 
not scaled the steep ticket prices 
to make fine musical dis- 


criminations; they haven’t 
gotten wasted on Colombia’s 
most notorious crop, the wine in- 
dustry’s odious dregs and the un- 
predictable extrusions of 
America’s drugmakers to listen 
to music per se. They come for 
the scene, for the tension and ex- 
citement and, they hope, for 
catharsis. 

The course the evening would 
take was suggested by Jesse 
Colin Young’s warm-up set. Now 
I have always enjoyed Jesse, in 
the Youngbloods and on his own. 
He possesses a sweet tenor, 
capable of expressing a wide 
range of emotion, and he un- 
derstands better than most 
rockers how to bring out the 
singularity of each tune he sings. 
But at the Garden he was a weak 
vaudevillian, accompanied by a 
trombonist and a saxophone 
player who would have had trou- 
ble making my high school 
marching band, a bass guitarist 
whose poor intonation was sur- 
passed by his, shall I say, im- 
aginative sense of rhythm, and 


by his wife, who sang a few har-. 


monies and looked lost. Jesse 
gave us a strident show, surely 
the most unpleasant I’ve seen 
(and I’ve seen him, throughout 
the years, about twenty times), 
and the crowd ate it up. In order 
to reach the hordes he cast aside 
his gift for interpretation and 
lyrical vocalizing, and it worked. 


‘CSNY: It's Clobberin’ Time 


CSNY are at their best when 
harmonizing to pretty tunes. I 
have no doubt that they enjoy 
rocking out, but I can’t help feel- 
ing that the length of their elec- 
tric sets, which framed an 
acoustic segment, was dictated 
by the nature of the venue. So 
CSNY tried to placate with hard 
rock, a form better left to those 


at ease with it. 


At first it seemed fine. They 


looked frumpy and none too well 
— Nash astonishingly skinny, 
Crosby embarrassingly overfed, 
Stills pallid, and Young, with his 
short hair, beard, shades and 
buckskin, looking as though he 
had hurled himself backwards 
through the years. But they 
played “Love The One You're 
With” with abandon, delivered 
“Wooden Ships’ as if they 
meant it (Crosby and Stills 


trading fresh interpretations of 
those hoary lyrics) and gave — 


‘“Down By The River” a treat- 


ment that thoroughly justified 
its length. Neil’s singing was 
dark and pained and, as will sur- 
prise anyone who saw him the 
last time he was in Boston, com- 
pletely under control. He and 
Stephen traded leads — Stills’s

Back in the ’50s, when they 
did things differently, guys tuck- 
ed pink nylon shirts into their 
charcoal pants and took girls 
who'd changed the spelling of 
their first names to sock hops. 
The records they danced to — 
and the dances had steps — were 
likely to be by girl singers whose 
names ended in “i”; there were 
Jerri Sothern and Teddi King 
and Patti Paige and Joni James, 
and I’ll bet some of them dotted 
their “i’s” with a circle. 

The best of these was Teddi 
King. I’ve still got one of her 
albums, and even play it once in 
a while, but I hadn’t really 
thought about her for years. Last 
week I saw an ad announcing 
that Teddi King was appearing 
at the Scotch ’n’ Sirloin. The 
movies about what happens to 
pop singers whose day is past 
defined my expectations—I’ll 
Cry Tomorrow (Susan Hayward, 
1955), Love Me or Leave Me 
(Doris Day, 1955). But I didn’t 
find Susan Foster Kane at the El 
Rancho. 

Instead, up at the Scotch ’n’ 
Sirloin people were doing dances 
that had steps to them, the songs 
were good ones (““Mr. Wonder- 
ful,” ‘The Nearness of You,” 
“Rainy Day,” “I’m Going to Sit 
Right Down and Write Myself a 


. Letter’), and up there on the 


bandstand with her old friends 
in the Drootin Brothers Band, 
Teddi King was singing better 
than ever. 

In a period even earlier than 
the one in which Teddi King 
made her career, girl singers 
were constantly compared to 
birds: they were “‘thrushes”’ who 
“warbled.” Such words fit no 
singer better than Teddi King, 
for there is no singer who is more 
natural in everything she does. 
She is small, even “birdlike” in 
appearance; cheerful, even chir- 
ping, in manner. Her voice is 
bright and airy, with a touch of 
waver on sustained notes that 
makes her sound vulnerable. She 
had a year of classical training 
that shows up in her exactness of 
intonation (not that you can 
always expect that of classical 
singers); the chromatic 
progressions in “Let Someone 
Start Believing in You” clarify 
what G.B. Shaw meant when he 
said of Melba that while other 
singers didn’t sing out of tune, 
Melba alone sang in. The breath 
is long, which enables her to 
phrase with considerable 
freedom; when she chops things 
up she wants to, and it means 
something. The long breath also 
permits her her most 


characteristic effect, a sustained 
tone she purposefully wraps 
around all sides of the notated 
pitch. 

The sound of most pop singers 
is generically confusing—we like 
men who whisper seductively, 
women who roar and shout—but 
Teddi King always sounds 
feminine, singing in a sound that 
has a lot of soprano in it, the 
blended resonance as much 
“head” as “‘chest.”” Because she 
doesn’t set out to be “sexy” she 
is sexual. She conducts with her 
free hand; she laughs with sheer 
pleasure at the solos of her 
sidemen or at something nice of 
her own. Her disposition is sun- 
ny, so she excels in that range 
that lies between the happy and 
the wistful. Because she does it 
so well, she convinces us that her 
emotional range can stand for all 
the rest. 

I talked to Teddi King about 
her career, and what she said 
tells a lot about popular music 
since World War II. She began 
singing as an era in songwriting 
was coming to a close; the style 
she works in was becoming a 
“tradition.” 

Teddi King started to think 
seriously about a singing career 
in the late 40s when she won a 
Dinah Shore Contest right here 


in Boston; the song was “Em- 
braceable You,” which she was 
still singing at the Scotch ’n’ 
Sirloin. She sang with local 
dance bands, had a few club 
dates and appeared in early ex- 
perimental television, before 
becoming a protegee of George 
Wein. She sang at Storyville and 
recorded on Wein’s Storyville 
label; she was the first singer to 
work with George Shearing; she 
won some jazz polls. 

Picked up by RCA’s jazz 
department, she soon shifted 


. over to pop. There were three 


albums and a lot of singles, in- 
cluding two big hits, “Married I 
Can Always Get” and ‘Mr. 
Wonderful” (“That one,” Teddi 
King says, “was with Hugo 
Winterhalter and about eighty 
strings’). The albums were pret- 
ty good, she says, stating a fact, 
but as for the singles apart from 
those two hits, “you can forget 
them.” 

Then in the late ’50s “Elvis 
walked in the door, and I 
thought music was finished. I 
just quit.” After a year of retire- 
ment (in Brookline) Hugh 
Hefner’s people found her, and 
she began a new career as 
premiere chanteuse of the 
Playboy Clubs—she opened 
twelve of them. At the beginning 


there was a lot of publicity, but 
since the clubs are not open to 
the general public, Teddi King 
began to feel by the end of the 
decade that she might as well be 
working for the Secret Service. “I 
was singing my heart out, and 
nobody knew it .... Besides,” 
she adds, “they all look the 
same; I couldn’t even tell what 
city I was in.” 

A serious illness led to another 
year of retirement. In 1971, still 
recuperating, she went to a jazz 
luncheon where her old friend 
Marian McPartland was play- 
ing. McPartland simply brought 
the microphone over to the table 
and said it was time she started 
singing again. “And you know, 
these last three years have been 
the best of all.’ She’s been work- 
ing mostly in intimate rooms, 
doing the kind of material she 
likes best, songs with intricacies, 
with verses and tunes and style. 

The superstars were lucky: the 
good American songwriters were 
writing for them, and they 
themselves had reached a level 
of success where they could keep 
on doing what they had always 
done. In fact, the public 
wouldn’t accept their doing 
much else. Teddi King had to 
keep changing—starting as a 
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‘Quarter Notes 


YUSEF LATEEF QUARTET. 
Jazz Workshop 

The huge collective and in- 
dividual talents of Yusef Lateef, 
pianist Kenneth Barron, bassist 
Robert Cunningham and 
drummer Albert Heath, so well 
hidden by producer Joel Dorn 
and Atlantic Records, got the ex- 
posure they deserved in the 
quartet’s Jazz Workshop gig. 

The opening set of the week 
suggested a musical range to 
which the records scarcely 
allude. A flute-piano duet, “A 
Flower,’’ was the overture, 
Barron’s keyboard (acoustic on- 
ly) embellishing the flute melody 
before its own solo recreation of a 
rain-nurtured shoot gradually 
unfolding. “Inside Atlantis” was 
a total contrast, a modal line 
that began up-tempo, worked its 
pace down to a standstill 
through Lateef’s tenor solo, then 
gradually returned to the 
original meter in the piano sec- 
tion. The husky, highly iden- 
tifiable Lateef tenor sound was 
well displayed. 

Next was a request, “Nubian 
Lady,” a bluesy piece elevated 
by some lovely chord changes, 
Lateef’s Eastern-inflected flute, 
and the ability of Cunningham 
and Heath to play rock rhythms 
with feeling. All of the first 
pieces are Barron compositions, 
and each is thoroughly 
memorable. Heath’s “Dunia” 
was a drum feature, with solid if 
unspectacular percussion work. 
Yusef sat the next piece out as 


Cunningham recited ‘“Night- 
mare,” a poem by Barron, which 
Kenney followed with a long 
piano vamp section that resolved 
into a trio performance of 
“Dreams.” Barron moved from 
Turkish-sounding scales to 
straight-ahead swing with con- 
sistent inventiveness. A funky 
theme closed the evening with 
unusual touches of arco bass, 
wooden flutes and what 
appeared to be an Arabic 
benediction by Yusef. 

The impression left after so 
much music was that the 
quartet, which has been together 
for the last four years “though 
we've made music with each 
other in some form for the past 
twelve,” according to Lateef, is 
among the handful of superb 
contemporary ensembles. They 
were recorded live by Atlantic in 
California last month, which 
should set the records straight.

Jazz Workshop

bringing to Elektra what could 
loosely be called the Asylum 
sound — steel guitars and coun- 
try drumming, vocals unmarked 
by region, and material in the 
troubador style. 
Although Matthews’s planned 
engagement at the Performance 
Center was canceled with the 
club’s demise, he did manage to 
perform at a press party in the 
Jazz Workshop and at the Hatch 
Shell the following evening. 
Though he does only diffident, 
simple acoustic strumming, he is 
a decisive bandleader. Yet he 
sings with his eyes closed, blot- 
ting out the audience he must 
come before from time to time. 
Between songs he relates to his 
audience no more actively. 
Matthews has a mellifluous 
voice which he tends not to 
modulate from song to song. He 
also depends overmuch on a 
vocal break to manufacture emo- 
tion. When he sang Hank 
Williams’s “Lovesick Blues,” I 
realized where the break came 
from. He also gave us his own 
“Keep On Sailing” and “Leav- 
ing Alone,’’ whose clip-clop 


rhythms never fail to entice, and ~ 


an admirable version of Steely 
Dan’s “Dirty Work,” on which 
the band had the opportunity to 
jam. His guitarist, Tony Nunes, 
took infrequent, arresting leads 
and exhibited a remarkably deft 
right hand in his rhythm play- 
ing, but clarinetist Joel Tepp has 
not yet mastered his instrument. 

Since a majority of 
Matthews’s songs are by others, 
he is constantly on the lookout, 
adding to his collection of 4000 
records. His taste is usually un- 
erring. He has also toyed with 
the idea of recording an Ip of 
r&b standards, and will redo a 
number until he thinks he’s got 
it right. Ian Matthews is really 
an A&R man who sings.

It was a pity that Cambridge’s 


} own Marlboro-like series, which 


this summer has been finer in 
both performance and repertory 
than ever before, ended on a few 
sour notes. Like the four 


preceding programs, the final 
one mixed classical and contem- 
porary works: Ligeti’s Ten Pieces 
for Wind Quintet was flanked by 
early Beethoven and late 
Mozart, the former’s opus 20 
septet and the latter’s great D 
major quintet. The septet (for 
strings and winds) sparkles with 
considerable solo violin work, 
and Buswell’s creamy legato, 
though stylistically inap- 
propriate, was pleasing when in 
tune. The ensemble, too, was 
precise and bouncy, notably 
French hornist Herbert Winslow. 
Anyone who visited the late 
Audio Lab in the ’60s would 
recognize this lengthy, 
lightweight work’s tuneful scher- 
zo, since it was on a disc of 
“Music To Listen To KLH By.” 

Ligeti’s work is yet another of 
his experiments in combining 
discrepant sonic events. Its parts 
are short and it never bores, but 
its few points seem hardly worth 
making. The players for this 
piece were astonishing agile, es- 
pecially oboist Jan Eberle and 
loud flutist Paula Robison. 

Mozart’s masterpiece was ac- 
corded, particularly in the men- 
nuetto, the spacious elegance 
and enthusiasm his music has 
received in all of these concerts, 
specifically at the nimble hands 
of warm-toned violist Scott 
Nickrenz. But Buswell’s and 
Lesser’s near-flatting of notes 
high up on the bridge, and some 
lethargic ensemble tempi 
elsewhere, spoiled the work as a 
whole. 

In preceding concerts we have 
had large helpings of exquisite 
Mozart, some deft Baroque per- 
formances, white-hot Brahms, 
virtuosic Schoenberg, idiomatic 
readings of contemporary pieces 
and, throughout, stunning play- 
ing by violinists Donald Weilers- 
tein (of the Cleveland Quartet) 
and Lynn Chang, clarinetist 
Chester Brezniak, and 
bassoonist Christopher Millard. 
When WHRB next winter broad- 
casts the tapes I am told they’ve 
made of this series, most of the 
performances will be well worth 
hearing again, which cannot be 
said, I think, about too many 
summer festivals.

THE PERSUASIONS. 
Paul’s Mall 

Although the second side of 
their latest album sports a 
rhythm section, on stage the Per- 
suasions still ain’t got no band. 
Acappella may never make them 
superstars or a record company 
ecstatic (they’re now with A&M, 
their fourth), but their following, 
devoted if not legion, wouldn’t 
want them any other way. And 
why should they become just 
another group in front of just 
another band when outside of 
the gospel circuit no one can cut 
them at what they do best? My 
only reservation is that their 
emphasis on oldies tends to class 
them as a novelty act. Heaven 
forbid that they should ever drop 
their splendid versions of ‘“Gyp- 
sy Woman” and “Beauty is Only 
Skin Deep,” but more gospel 
numbers like their stirring 
opener and more contemporary 
material presented without 
apology or cuteness might propel 
them into the mainstream. They 
should demand to be taken 
seriously: they deserve to be. 

The groups the Persuasions 
most closely resemble are the 
early Temptations (largely 
thanks to Jimmy Hayes’s bass 
and the David Ruffin stylings of 
lead singer Jerry Lawson) and, 
even more, Chicago’s Dells 
(whose “Oh What a Night” they 
perform). Their only limitation 
is their lack of what both these 
earlier quintets enjoyed, a 
forceful falsetto voice, but the 
Persuasions’ versatility more 
than makes up for this. In a split 
second their harmonies can shift 
from rough and piercing to rich 
and mellow, and Lawson can 
match them every step of the 
way, one moment gruff and driv- 
ing, the next as sweet as Sam 
Cooke. Their sound is so varied 
and flexible that it’s hard to see 
how a band could add to the fun. 
And visually the Persuasions are 
a delight, not only singing but 
acting out their songs with ex- 
uberance and humor. Pudgy Joe 
Russell’s comic flair is the icing 
on top of the cake. Enjoy! The 
crowd at Paul’s Mall did, a 
healthy portion joining the group 
on stage for its hearty finale.

Continued from page 
hammering and primitive — 
which reminded one how com- 
plementary their styles are. 

But the set was not received 
with the kind of enthusiasm one 
would expect for returning 
heroes — Jesse Colin Young had 
been rewarded with more 
applause. And though things 
went well at first during the 
acoustic segment, something was 
clearly not right. On “Only Love 
Can Break Your Heart” Neil 
sang with his high ‘After The 
Gold Rush” voice, and Crosby 


and Nash huddled to contribute. 


delicious, accurate harmony at 
the chorus. Stills, singing for the 
first time in years with that 
wonderful sandpaper sweetness, 
offered ‘‘Blackbird,’’ again 
buoyed by lush, perfectly ex- 
ecuted harmonies. But the crowd 
was beginning to sound restive. 
They knew they weren’t hearing 
“Southern Man.” Crosby and 
Nash’s ‘‘Guinevere,” under- 
pinned by Crosby’s misty, open- 
tuned guitar, was for me one of 
the show’s high points, but for 
some of the crowd, it was an oc- 
casion for catcalling. An ex- 
cellent new Graham Nash song 
went over well, but he felt com- 


pelled to apologize: ““Sometimes 
we have to sing new songs to get 
ourselves off, so we can get you 
off.” And Young, introducing 
another new song, said, ‘This is 
a song about playing for you peo- 
ple — as opposed to leading a 
normal life.’.? When the crowd 
booed, he added, “It’s always 
nice to play in Boston.” ; 
The storm finally broke when 
Stills, Nash and Crosby, honor- 
ing a much-shouted request, 
tried to play Stills’s “4 + 20.” 
They attempted a new rendition 
with three-part harmony 
throughout, not just at the 
choruses. The crowd wasn’t in- 
terested: they made all manner 
of noise, until finally Graham 
Nash stalked off, returning only 


to berate the crowd for its lack of 
sensitivity. Stills, showing 
remarkable composure, went 
into a Dylan-style social protest 
song; he saved the moment, but 
the damage had been done. 
Nash’s ‘‘Pre-Road Downs,”’ 
tight and hard, a real improve- 
ment on the recorded version, 


» began the second electric set and 


was perhaps the only good thing 
about it. Through the next 45 
minutes, all but the hardiest 
fans were feeling pushed beyond 
the limit by the unremitting heat 
and the awful pain in their fan- 
nies. More than a few staggered 
out. And Crosby, Stills, Nash 
and Young were clearly not 
“delighted to be in Boston.” 
They refused to do an encore. »

jazz singer, she let herself be 
poured into Victor’s stringy 
mold. She even tried one soft- 
rock number. “It wasn’t bad, but 
it wasn’t good either because it 
wasn’t really me; it was forced.” 
By the Playboy Club days, 
Teddi King was going back to 
what she had done best from the 
beginning. And in a curious way, 
the Playboy Clubs anticipated 
the nostalgia boom that has 
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made more and more people 
want to hear Teddi King’s kind 
of material. For what are the 
Playboy Clubs but an attempt to 
recapture the atmosphere, the 
naughtiness (sexual now, then 
alcoholic) of the speakeasies? 
Teddie King has spent her 
career prolonging what is over. 
But it’s unfair to say that, for 
she’s not really a museum 
curator. The interpretative 
freedoms she exercises—the 
melodic alterations, rhythmic 
‘stretches and accelerations of 
the second chorus are only an 
enlargement of what she has 
been doing throughout the 
song—are creative. “I just can’t 
be caged up,” the thrush says. 
Some singers last because 
they’ve become institutions; 
some last because they’ve diver- 
sified their careers; some last 
because they’ve clawed and 
clutched so long they just don’t 
know how to give up. Teddi King 
has lasted the hardest way, 
simply by being too good not to.

Not only is “Stay With Me” a 
soul classic; it’s also one of the 
most wrenching emotional ex- 
periences ever captured on vinyl. 
It was released in 1966, and 
although it scarcely dented the 
charts, left-over copies of the 
single were soon selling for $5.00 


.and Lorraine Ellison had gained 


a minuscule but rapturous 
following. During the next seven 
years she came out with only two 


albums, both somewhat disap- 


pointing, but nothing could erase 
the memory and intensity of 
“Stay With Me.” Now, at long 
last, there is an album to justify 
her devotees’ faith and 
perseverance. 

Lorraine Ellison is a 
Philadelphian gospel singer gone 
secular, and has nothing in com- 
mon with the Gamble and Huff 
combine. The only soul vocalist 
to whom she can be compared is 
Aretha Franklin, whose range 
she cannot emulate but whose 
shattering impact she, and she 
alone, can rival. She does it by 
means of high-pitched screams 
and piercing cries of ache and 
desire, which she unleashes as 


‘her songs swoop to shrill, 


devastating climaxes. Admitted- 
ly, she is a limited singer, and 
when on her new album she 
strays beyond her limits and 
assays jazz (“Stormy Weather’) 
or sentimental pop (“If Only I 
Could See Him’’), she is ineffec- 
tual. But on her own turf, rooted 
in gospel, she’s unbeatable, and 
Lorraine Ellison wisely stays 
close to home. 

Collaborating on the album 
are producer Ted Templeman 
and pianist Mark Jordan, whose 


settings are sympathetic if not 
always as potent as they could 
be. Sweetened by strings, the 
music occasionally lacks suf- 
ficient bottom. At times the bass 
and percussion, too, should be 
darker and denser, offering a 
loamier contrast to Lorraine 
Ellison’s searing flights, which 
the strings tend to etherealize. 
But the power and the glory of 
the vocals render this reservation 
about the production almost 
irrelevant, and all it should take 
to win you over is one listening to 
her rendition of “Many Rivers to 
Cross.”” Her sanctified shrieks 
turn what has quickly become 
just another pop standard into a 
transcendent hymn. This should 
be the single, backed with 
“Country Woman’s Prayer,” a 


song Lorraine Ellison wrote 


herself and which she also wails 
with heart-breaking fervor.

tensively, is here a commanding 
yet incomplete player. His 
amazing speed was already pre-, 
sent, as were many of his favorite 
phrases (hear “Body and Soul”), 
but rhythmically he was not yet 
a bopper. With all of their notes, 
such fine solos as “Lady Be 
Good” and “Honeysuckle Rose” 
are actually Bird’s meditations 


on Lester Young. In fact, Bird 


had digested Pres’s insights 
more completely than any player 
up to that point. 


The romance is on a 1942 
‘“‘Cherokee’’ recorded at 
Monroe’s, one of the spawning 
grounds of bebop. The story of 
how Parker discovered bebop 
while jamming on “Cherokee”’ in 
Harlem in 1939 has often been 
told, but it took time for Bird to 
put his discoveries together. Two 
years after the McShann sets, 
Bird has the missing elements 
under control — an unpredic- 
table rhythmic attack that 
allows accents to fall on weak, 
strong and in-between beats, 
and a tonal attack that similarly 


shifts from vibrato-less calm to 


Charlie Parker: FIRST RE- 
CORDINGS (Onyx 221) 
Hyperbole, the common 
currency of all liner notes, is 
justified here, i.e. you can 
believe Dan Morgenstern’s claim 
that this is one of the most im- 
portant jazz records ever releas- 
ed. Not only do the nine 
previously unreleased tracks 
reveal genius, but one has 
romantic implications un- 
paralleled in recorded jazz. 
Side one contains seven broad- 


cast transcriptions of two 1940. 


Jay McShann octets. The bands 
are beautiful examples of Kan- 
sas City swing in full flower, with 
two fine trumpeters (Orville 
Minor and Buddy Anderson) 
and a well-meshed rhythm team 
in McShann, Gene Ramey and 
Gus Johnson. Bird, featured ex- 


gutteral grunting. The seeds of 
later triumphs on the same 
changes, ‘Warming Up a Riff’ 
and the incredible “Koko,” are 
scattered all over this 
“Cherokee.” 


The previously issued session, 
from 1945, finds an ordinary 
blues singer named Rubberlegs 
Williams responding to the 
benzedrine Bird and Dizzy 
Gillespie surreptitiously slipped 
into his coffee. The playing of 
Bird, Diz and Don Byas makes 
up for the vocals (Diz is amazing 
on “I Want Every Bit of It’): A 
final track is from a Cootie 
Williams Savoy Ballroom gig, an 
example of Bird’s finished style. 
All of this music predates the 
first recording sessions under 
Parker’s name; they thus form a 
prelude to the greatest years of a 
monumental artist.

Jimmy Cliff: STRUGGLING 
MAN (Island SW-9343) 
Jimmy Cliff is becoming to 
reggae what Tom Jones is to soul 
music. This, his second album 
since The Harder They Come, is 
best suited for elevators. 
Jamaica’s contribution to the 


list of Cambridge-embraced 


angry young men makes a great 
cinematic outlaw, but this 
record smacks more of 
bubblegum than ganja. At best, 


. it’s a series of weak echoes of 


good reggae. Missing is the 
brooding power and island 
folklore of The Wailers or 
Maytals; instead, Cliff gives us 
cliche-ridden lyrics from his own 
pen. The deep and thoughtful 
sentiments include stuff like 
“better days are coming soon” 
and “when you’re young hold 
your head high” and, worst of 
all, some rhetoric cum reggae in 
a Bobby Seale reprise titled 
“Sieze the Time.” 

The reggae trademark syn- 
copations are reduced to being a 
backdrop for bouncy, vapid 
tunes. Some cuts are infectious, 
but only in the insipid way that 
you can’t get “Yummy, Yum- 
my,” or a Coke jingle out of your 
mind. If you want reggae (and 
you should), you don’t want this.

Focus: HAMBURGER CON- 
CERTO (Atco 36-100) 

Focus is a grimly fascinating 
Scandinavian rock band that 
recalls the old adage of “All 
dressed up and no place to go.” 


The combined musical talents of 
its members are considerable. 
Keyboard artist Thijs Van Leer 
and guitarist Jan Akkerman 
have each released solo albums, 
awarded on the basis of their 
flashy group work and the 
success of last year’s gimmicky 
hit, “Hocus Pocus.” 

They have talent, but “gim- 
mick” is the key word. Focus 
radiates the same cold 
professionalism of a good nose & 
throat man. Their music is slick, 
tight, and impersonal. Their 
lyrics are meaningless, more 
often wordless mouthings, but 
aptly applied, sharing the preci- 
sion of everything else. The 
human voice serves Focus as 
merely another instrument, 
which, as Edgar Winter has 
shown, can be done well — but 
here it’s chilly and uninvolving. 

This particular effort seems to 
strive for a clinical feeling. The 
jacket design consists of the 
group’s name in Roman script 
cut into marble; and the specific 
title is in neon. The choice of ti- 
tle also reflects the subject 
matter; Focus chooses ham- 
burgers, and their music is like 
the American hamburger; ex- 
pertly rendered from coast to 
coast but lacking in internal 
character. (Of course, there are 
some hamburgers that make it, 
but this isn’t one of them.) A 
recitation of titles on the first 
side indicates the ersatz class 
Focus tries to enter by musical 
virtuosity alone: ‘‘Dlitiae 
Musicae,” “La Cathedrale De. 
Strasbourg,” “Birth.” 

The effort seems so completely 
geared to their notion of the 
American audience that nothing 
can be left over of their own. Van 
Leer’s vocals contain that quirky 
yodeling cuteness so appealing to 
the fraternity boys, and the 
rhythm section lands on each 
beat like a fly-swatter. 

The second side is their 
“Hamburger Concerto,” which 
moves from “Starter” to “Well 
Done,”’ but is all half-baked. The 
four man group chugs through 
all the predictable changes, 
resurrecting riffs from Abbey 
Road and early Led Zeppelin, 
mixing in heavy portions of moog 
and arp to create the impression 
of depth, all to no avail. Focus 
produces studio make-work 
music of high instrumental 
quality and very low interest. 
Fine technicians, these men are 
no artists.

It’s a big week for live 
autobiographical loony-tunes. 
Israel Horovitz spins a 
Pinteresque black comedy-soap 
about growing up crazy in' 
Wakefield, Mass.; John Guare 
provides a slightly touched but 
touching farce about maturing 
maniacally in Queens. Catholic 
guilt, it turns out, is funnier; 
Jewish guilt more all-inclusive 
and sinister. 

‘House of Blue Leaves,” 
which won for Guare both the 
New York Critics Award and an 
Obie in 1972, is a tighter, less 
personal bouquet of neuroses. 
But the flawed ‘Alfred the 
Great,’’ first of Horovitz’s 
promised Wakefield Trilogy and 
first shot for the Trinity Square 
Repertory doing an eight-week 
stint at the Wilbur, is supported 
by an expert and economical 
production. It appears more 
cohesive, just because the actors 
are authoritative, than one’s 
later reflections reveal. The 
Guare play, by contrast, is 


spasmodically performed at 
Cape Ann, dipping from a zany 
brand of pathos to an occasional 
chaos that is disturbing. 

In the Horovitz saga, an un- 
identified luminary returns to 
the sleepy New England town of 
his origin in the hope of curing 
his impotence and insomnia by 
sorting and accepting the jumble 
of familial and sexual distur- 
bances that dance in his head. 
We find Wakefield’s favorite son, 
a nobody in the town when he 
lived there, renewing a tender 
acquaintance with a woman who 
may or may not have been a 
childhood love but is, at any 
rate, presently married to a 
proletarian dullard — a sado- 
masochistic Archie Bunker 
plopped into the middle of an 
ominously Pinteresque rehash of 
“old times.” The hard-working 
husband threatens to break 
Alfred’s head if he touches the 
wife. Alfred does, and both of the 
shunned spouses appear in jux- 
taposed doorways at precisely 
the same wrong moment. 

In such stressful situations, 
dirty laundry is customarily air- 
ed even if heads aren’t broken. 
And folded between the out- 
bursts of marital loathing and 
lurid accusation, intimations 
that this is not the simple soap it 
seems begin to boil and thicken. 
Alfred fiercely protects his belief 
in a dead father resting in the 
family plot; everyone else says 
dad is alive and “silly” at the

town fruitcake farm. The Will- 
Margaret alliance is a veritable 
blur of conflicting memories. 
Alfred’s own spouse, Emily, an 
enigmatically sensual Cheshire- 
cat type, has an unexplained 
hold on him (it is a “George and 
Martha” marriage of dependen- 
cy and dislike), but it’s never 
clear why. 

The Horovitz play still looks 
good at intermission. The first 
act dialogue is concise, savage 
and oddly menacing. One senses 
the tremendous importance of 
the past, and is eager to see how 
it will be manifested. In the se- 
cond act, however, all the 
carefully crafted contrivances 
appear to collide. The tricks of 
memory are artfully exposed, 
but too much of the exposure is 
just chronologically impossible, 
considering what has gone before 
— unless the whole foursome is, 
as Margaret suggests, ready to 
join Alfred’s out-of-touch father. 

Frankly, I’m confused. Why, I 
want to know, does Emily have 
such a hold on Alfred? And what 
in the hell is this eleventh-hour 
revelation about barren 
Margaret’s drowned daughter? 
Can it be possible that all of 
Wakefield has sat around the 
general store, pretending to 
“understand,” and allowed clod- 
dish, loveable Will to murder 
two people? 

Maybe it is Horovitz’s inten- 
tion to clear up all these left-over 
mysteries in future installments 
of the Wakefield saga. (Play No. 
2 of the “‘trilogy,”’ “Our Father’s 
Failing,’ is due for a workshop 
production later this month at 
the Provincetown Playhouse.) 
And perhaps he deliberately 
leaves holes in the fabric of this 
confrontation with the past 
because the whole truth, in the 
end, doesn’t matter. Alfred 
thinks he’s found what he came 
to Wakefield to find; the lies in 
the Will-Margaret marriage 
have been pretty ruthlessly ex- 
posed. Still, it seems that 
whereas Horovitz has done some 
artful unraveling and some 
wickedly amusing writing, he 
has tried to jam too much “past” 
into this one play. As a result, 
the final scene reels with revela- 
tion, some of it pointlessly lurid 
and impossible to connect. 


The Trinity Square produc- 
tion is fine. Richard Kneeland is 
commanding if not terribly dis- 
turbed as Alfred. And as mun- 
dane Margaret, tortured by her 
smalltown dreams of romance, 
Christina Pickles is lovely in her 
simplistic neurosis. Maria Tucci, 
though I still haven’t much idea 
what her character is up to, is a 
sensual and arresting Emily. 
And as Will, the mud-footed 
representative of reality in the 
midst of all this too-clever titilla-

tion, George Martin is downright 
excellent. 

Jack O’Brien directs with 
competence rather than distinc- 
tion. The setting by Eugene Lee 
is so dingy that the good folk of 
Wakefield ought to be insulted, 
and is so conspicuous in its sym- 
bolism (a cutaway attic — the 
‘*hidden past’’) that the 
audience should feel the same. 

“House of Blue Leaves” is 
stylistically much more manic, 
less icily concise, but this surreal 
portrait of a Catholic nobody is 
no less devastating when the 
silly-dust settles. Guare was in- 
spired to write the play, he tells 
us, when, in 1965, after a 
childhood full of Pope-worship, 
he finally found himself in 
Vatican City and picked up a 
newspaper to read that the Pope 
was motoring down Queens 
Boulevard to address the UN. 
Propelled by this impetus, Guare 
rakes together all the heightened 
memories of his humiliating 
boyhood and jams them into one 
absurd 24 hours, “the day the 
Pope came to N.Y.” 

Would-be songwriter Artie 
Shaughnessy is off with his 
pudgy Pope-crazy girlfriend, 
while his loony wife mopes 
around the shabby apartment in 


furry slippers “crying over how 
her life turned out,” and his 
newly-militarized son, AWOL 
from Fort Dix, plots in the. 
bedroom to blow up His Holiness 
with a hand-grenade, all because 
his father’s hotshot army buddy- 
turned-movie director didn’t 
choose him at age 12 to play 
Huckleberry Finn. 


The situation that develops is, 
of course, preposterous, but the 
commonplace humiliations 
whence it springs are agonizingly 
plausible. The tragedy of the 
American housewife is especially 
eloquent in this whacky 
“House.” Artie’s discarded wife, 
‘*‘Bananas,’’ may be ex- 
aggeratedly bonkers, but her 
dilemma is a real one — what to 
do when the kid is grown, dad 
has a girl, and it suddenly hits 
that you don’t know who you are 
beyond “I can clean up, I’m a 
housewife. I can do that.” The 
implications here are shattering, 
though indistinctly realized in 
the slackly directed Cape Ann 
production. 

Perhaps Bananas’s plight 
stands out because, though she is 
the most preposterous in a slew 
of bizarre dramatis personae, 
Susan McGinley plays her with a 
salvaging honesty that makes 
her terribly sad, even while her 
cruel treatment keeps us in 
stitches. Many of the Cape Ann 
cast ham their roles with such 
shameful relish that it’s difficult 
to pity their own personal 
tragedies. Ron Hunter is often 
overzealous as Archie but 
definitely has his moments, not 
the least being the last one with 
Bananas. There is beauty and 


‘insight coming from his oc- 


casional recognition of the old 
Bananas in his crazy wife and his 
muttered ‘““You don’t know how 
much I miss you sometimes.” 
Yet there is little real feeling in 
him for the daffily pristine cook 
who is his mistress, and ap- 
parently little feeling in Kay 
Scott, who plays the character, 
for her either. From the moment 
she comes clumping onstage, 
megaphoning her lines like an 
auctioneer, one finds the 
character grossly overdone, even 
offensive. Likewise, the nuns in 
tennis shoes are a bit much.

: According to Dr. 


We were discussing how recording artists get paid for an album. I 
maintain that even a heavy like Dylan only gets four cents out of 
every album sold. My friend thinks he gets more like a dollar. 
Can you resolve this dilemma? — D.G., Roxbury. 


: The royalty percentage paid to recording artists varies from artist 


to artist, with bigger names naturally commanding a more 
healthy slice of the old spinach pie. Someone like Bob Dylan 
might get 25 cents a record; certainly more than four cents but 
probably less than a dollar. 


: I have a burdensome but important question. I definitely recall 


reading a news item some years ago about research which in- 
dicated that persons who survived smallpox never contracted 
cancer, or at least untreatable forms thereof. Recently, there has 
been an outbreak of smallpox in India, although the disease had 
been thought extinguished. Only one out of four persons who got 
smallpox there have died, and it may be presumed that with 
better general health conditions even fewer would have died. It 
seems to me that there may be good cause to allow smallpox in- 
noculation to be voluntary and even to introduce the disease 
again to Western society. Have the findings I referred to been ig- 
nored? Disputed? Refuted? Confirmed? — L.L., Boston. 
Milford D. Schultz, president of the 
Massachusetts division of the American Cancer Society, there is 
no evidence to support the contention that recovery from 
smallpox has an immunizing effect on cancer, nor is there anyone 
who has information to support this theory. In fact, vaccination 
confers upon the party essentially the same immunological 
pattern as does recovery from smallpox, and if your thesis was 
true, this would be a pretty good argument for continuing 
smallpox vaccination. However, there is no one who has observed 
that vaccination against smallpox changes the pattern of cancer 
incidence.

: Scarborough is now at WNBC in New York, rend from all reports

Intelligence has such information, but is there a public source? I 
am particularly interested in the officers at all levels and 
locations in Ohio. — J.B., Barrington, R.1. 


: See Kirk Sale’s book SDS, in Vintage paperback. 
: Is Compound W a safe product for getting rid of warts on the soles 


of one’s feet? Or is it advisable to go to a doctor? — D.F., Boston 


: Yes, Compound W is safe. So is a compound called Virgo. 


However, if your warts don’t respond to the treatment, see a doc- 
tor. 


: Tunderstand that there is some type of operation to remove scars 


from the body. What would be involved in such an operation and 
how much would it cost? — J.M., Boston 


: Scars can be removed by plastic surgeons through cosmetic sur- 


gery, which leaves you with a smaller or less noticeable scar. The 
cost of the operation depends on the size of the scar and its loca- 
tion. 


: What is the best brandy on the market? What was the best year? 


What about Napoleon Brandy? — F.H., Cambridge. 


; The best brandies are French cognacs, the superlative of which is 


called Grande Fine Champagne. A year on a French brandy bot- 
tle usually means nothing unless it is a pure unblended product 
also labeled Natur (or “Single Cask’’). Brandy improves only in 
the oaken cask, never in the bottle, so that anything named 
“Napoleon Brandy,” implying great age, also implies a marketing 
hoax 


: [ know this sounds ridiculous, but I have a brother who recently 


returned from a trip out West. He claims to have sampled braised 
buffalo hump while there. Do you know of such a recipe? — Q.Y., 
Needham. 


: It’s not so ridiculous for you to have a brother, nor is it impossible 


that he may have eaten buffalo hump. We’ll go him one better 
and pass on a recipe for braised buffalo hump with sour cream: 
Heat ' cup fat in a heavy braising kettle and in it sear a 5-pound 
piece of buffalo hump (how you get it is your problem) with a 
clove of garlic until the meat is well browned on all sides. Add 1' 
cups diced carrots, 1'2 cups diced celery, 1 cup chopped onions, 2 
cups red wine, 3 cups cold water, 2 large bay leaves, 6 sprigs of 
thyme, 12 peppercorns, bruised, and 2 teaspoons of salt. Cover 
the pot tightly and braise the meat in a very moderate oven (325 
degrees) for about 3 hours or until it is tender. Transfer to a hot 
plate to keep warm. Spoon off as much of the fat as possible from 
the liquid in the kettle and -strain the juices, forcing the 
vegetables through the sieve. Melt ‘4 cup butter in a saucepan, 
stir in 3 tablespoons flour and cook, stirring constantly, until the 
roux is well blended and beginning to brown. Add the strained 
pan juices and cook, still stirring, until the sauce is smooth and 
thickened. Add 1'2 cups scalded sour cream, and salt and pepper — 
to taste. Pour some of the sauce over the meat and serve the rest 
in a sauceboat. Accompany with a tart jelly.
